THE GOVERNOR NOTIFIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PORTLAND (Or.,) April 29.—The 
agent of the Oregon Railway and Navi- 
gation Company at 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon telegraphed the officials in 
this city from Wardner, Idaho, that 
the striking miners had fired the Bun- 
ker Hil land Sullivan mill and that if 
was burning. It is claimed that the 
mine is loaded with dynamite, and if 
this proves true the entire property will 
be lost. The striking miners are also 
reported to be in possession of the 
Northern Pacific and Oregon Railway 
and Navigation trains, and in complete 
control of the situation. : 

There are about one hundred masked 
men heavily armed. at and about the 
mill, and there have been several 
skirmishes with the authorities, dur- 
ing one of which one man is reported 
Shot. 

There are fully 800 miners at Ward- 
ner. They are forming to go to the 
mine in a body and drive out the 270 
non-union men employed there. 

The Governor of Id@ho has been noti- 
fied of the situation, and the Secretary 
of . State has been dispatched to the 
scene of the trouble. The Governor 
has promised to do everything in his 
power to preserve order and prevent 
bloodshed: but it is believed that uné 
less prom steps are taken there 
will be great loss of life and destruc- 
tion of property. 

WIRES INTERFERED WITH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) April 29.—A

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE.

PORTLAND (Or.,) April 29.—The 
present strike in the Coeur d’Alene 
mining district in Northern Idaho was 
inagurated about ten days ago, and 
is directed principally against the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine at 
Werdner. where non-union men are 
employed. The demands of.the miners 
for increased wages were met by mine- 
owners. but the miners demanded that 
the union be recognized and that non- 
union men be discharged. This the 
mine-owners refused to do, and the 
Last Chance mine closed down. The 
‘Bunker Hill and Sullivan, however, 
continued to run with non-union men 
until today. when they were driven 
out by an armed mob of union men, 
GOVERNOR'S REPRESENTATIVE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
BOISE (Idaho,) April 29.—The ac- 
tion of the union miners in taking of 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine at 
Wardner is looked upon as a very 
grave matter by the State officials. 
Gov. Steunenberg has been sick. in bed 
for three days and is unable to give 
serious attention to the problem, 
though he keeps in consultation with 
other State officers. He has sent State 
Auditor Sinclair north with authority 
*o represent him. The Governor de- 
clines to make any statement, but it 
is understood he is ready to exhaust 
every resource in enforcing the law. 
The enlisting of volunteers entirefy 
wiped cut the State militia, but steps 
are being taken to prepare the rem- 
nants for service. The Governor has 
notified President McKinley of the 
situation and that it may be mevessary 
to call for Federal aid. 
MINES CLOSED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SPOKANE (Wash.,) April 29.—To- 
night the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mine is closed. When it will be re- 
opened is a thing that nobody can say. 
With the mill wrecked it is impossible 
to handle the ore produced at the mine 
workings. The Last Chance is like- 
wise closed down. It has been getting 
power from the Bunker Hil! mine, and 
the destruction of those works will ab- 
solutely prevent the Last Chance from 
working for the next three months, or 
until its own compressor ia completed. 
Meanwhile the total working force of 
the town is laid off. The wrecking of 
the mill plant involves the livelihood 
of 600 men. The Bunker Hill mine, up 
to the time of the strike, had been

the Last Chance altogether employed 
150. 

As soon as the first word of the se- 
rious trouble reached the town all the 
saloons closed un immediately. The 
merchants of the town shut up most 
of their establishments. As the first 
shots were fired. the excitement in- 
creased. Scores of women and children 
hastily made prenarations to leave the 
place. Packing up their things 
they could gather up, the crowd 
rushed to the depot. All were intent 
upon getting aboard the passenger 
train that was soon to ‘eave for 
Spokane. Others tok to the hills for 
safety for a few hours, honing to be 
able to return soon to their homes.

Quick Passage from Manila by 
Transport Sherman.

Returned Officers and Sick Soldiers 
Aboard the Vessels—Hoth Quar- 


antined on Account of Smallpox, 


Gen. Otis Talks. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] 
with several hundred sick, wounded 
and discharged soldiers and officers, the 
United States transports Sherman and 
Grant dropped anchor of Meigg’s wharf 
today. An hour later the yellow flag 
was hoisted, and both vessels went into 
quarantine. On the Grant, a man had 
died of smallpox’ on the voyage, and 
Fireman Murphy of the Sherman had 
barely recovered from a secere case of 
varioloid. 

Brig.-Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, U.S. 
V., Was a passenger on the Sherman, as 
were the sons of Congressman Daizell, 
Supreme Judge Wadsworth of New 
York, Secretary of State Hay and Sen- 
ator Hale of Maine. The Grant brought 
Capt. A. J. Kelleher of the First Cali- 
fornia Volunteers, five ladies,and many 
officers and civilians. Both had hos- 
pitals filled with privates, most of 
whom are well, but all of whom are 
rigidly isolated on account of exposure 
to smallpox. The officers and ladies 
will be allowed to land tomorrow morn- 
ing, but those in the hospitals may be 
detained several days. 

Brig.-Gen. Harrison Gray Otis ex- 
pressed himself as glad to see America 
and especially California, again. 

He is in good health, and will leave 

“I left Malolos,” said Gen. Otis, “two 
days after the rebel capital fell. The 
Sherman carried me from Manila next 
day. Of course, my information of af- 
fairs in the Philippines is stale. I am 
not surprised, though, at the news of 
the insurgents’ appeal for peace? Ig- 
norance, bigotry and oriental fatalism— 
their characteristics—have supported 
them so far. 

“Aguihaldo and his advisors Nebo de- 
ceived their followers utterly. The 
reasoning of the Filipino pretender and 
his assistants is peculiar. They had 
watched the opposition in the United | 
States to expansion and to the Army 
Reorganization Bill, and said to them- 


selves that the army proper was com- | 


posed of only 25,000 men, the rest be- 
ing sure to go home when the treaty 
was signed, while many of these 25,000 
would be in Cuba and elsewhere. They 
reasoned that they could raise 70,000 
or 80,000 men, and thus overwhelm the 
Americans with sheer numbers.

Gen. Otis saw Dewey two hours be- 
fore he sailed. He Said of him: 

“Dewey is the man of the age. I 
found him the same courteous, cool and 
strong commander he has always been. 
He is regarded in the Orient with the 
same lofty respect, admiration and af- 
fection as here. He has stood stead- 
fastly at his post, refusifig to take ad- 
vantage of the government's permis- 
sion to return to ‘his own,’ as he 
fondly called his beloved country in his 
conversation with me.” 

Gen. Otis said that he has received 
orders to return to his home in Los An- 
geles, and there await action from 
Washington upon his_ resignation, 
which he tendered immediately after 
the fall of Malolos. He had believed 
the war was about over, and did not 
care to serve in time of peace. Gen. 
Otis received his commission nearly a 
year ago. He welcomed gladly his re- 
turn to civil life, and will start for 
home Monday evening.

Otis apparently felt confident the Fili- 
pinos were In earnest in seeking peace, 
the aonservative officials here were 
skeptical. Today, hope of immediate 
peace was shattered completely, and 
though it may be wrong, Washington 
pretty generally agrees that our troops 
will have to smash Aguinaldo’s forces 
some more before the islands are paci- 
fied. 

The difficulty in making peacethrough 
diplomatic channels with the insurgents 
will be in the fact that the American 
officials must not even in the most re- 
mote fashion recognize the Filipino gove 
ernment, or anybody claiming to rep- 
resent it. If Aguinaldo will call his ad- 
visers together and draw proposals 
which do not recognize any government 
in the Philippines except the United 
States government, such proposals will 
be received. President McKinley is very 
decided in his views regarding recog- 
nizing any government there. He would 
not recognize the Cuban government, 
and for like reasons he refuses to rec- 
ognize the Filipinos’ government. 

Officials tonight are talking about al- 
lowing hostilities to be suspended for 
a time in order that the insurgents 
may come in contact with the Ameri- 
cans and learn more about them. Be- 


-lieving that the Filipinos are fighting 


under the delusion that they are to be 
oppressed, there is a disposition here 
to show them all possible consideration 
in the negotiations. But, in spite of all, 
feeling is net honeful for early peace. 
ENVOYS PLEASED.

Col. Arguelles, senior envoy, was a.

Arguelles ‘Said he thought a suse 
Pension of hostilities. pending the 
convening of the Filipino congress and 
a discussion of the situation by that 
bodv would satisfy the Filipinos, giy- 
ing peace with dignity.

London Filipino Janta Diagnoses 
the Peace Conference. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, April 29.—Members of the 
Filipino junta here made the state- 
ment to the Associated Press corre- 
spondent today that the peace nego- 
tiations between the United States au- 
thorities at Manila and Gen. Luna 
were unofficial. Gen. Luna, the junta 
asserts, does not represent Aguinaldo’s 
government. It is further asserted by 
the junta that secret negotiations be- 
tween Don C. Worcester of the United 
States Philippine Commission, and a 
representative of Aguinaldo have been 
in progress since before the attack on 
Malolos. The following conditions, it 
is alleged, -were proposed, after the 
capture of Malolos: 

the Americans to issue a proclama- 
tion granting the Filipinos self-gov- 
ernment and police, civil and religious 
righis similar to those enjoyed by the 
people of Canada; the Filipinos to con- 
trol international mercantile relations; 
Americans and Filipinos to enjoy equal 
rights in the islands; Manila to remain 
in the possession of the United States 
until Congress decides otherwise: the 
American ‘flag to fly over the ecapitols 
of the islands, and in the most promi- 
nent positions along with the Filipino 
flag, except at Manila, where only the 
American flag shall fiy; all vessels to 
fiy the American flag with that of the 
Filipinos; the American and Catholic 
clergy to be under the same administra- 
tion as in the United States; Spanish 
clerical direction and intervention to be 
abolished; the statu quo of rural prop- 
erty belonging to religious orders to 
be maintained without return to the 
ante-bellum state of affairs; hospitals 
and schools formerly administered by 
the orders to be handed over to the 
government; the orders to retain only 
their present town property; the secu- 
lar clergymen to retain their property. 

‘The junta asserts that Aguinaldo, in 
view of these proposals, withdrew from 
Malolos, but that Gen. Otis’s procla- 
mation after the occupation of.Maloloas, 
failed to grant self-government on the 
proposed lines. This, it is further as- 
Serted, caused the hostilities following 
the capture of Malolos. .

HIS REMARKS GIVE OFFENSE TO

Anglo-Russian Agreement as to 
China is the Event of the Week 
in Kurope—Horrors of Rus- 
sian Faminé.

Letter. Copyrighted, 1899.] The Coghlan 
incident has caused a great deal of stir 
on this side of the Atlantic, and has 
furnished the press of England and 
the continent with a’ fruitful topic of 
discussion throughout the week. The 
Snglish papers have taken a lenient 
view of Capt. Coghlan's indiscretion, 
and except in the case of one or two 
notoriously anti-American journals, 
have been disposed to find excuses for 
him. 

The Spectator, in an article which is 
typical of English comment, says: 
“Though we must join in the censure 
of Capt. Coghlan for his indiscreti@ 
we must not forget that what he said 
was substantially in accordance with 
the facts. The Germans behaved at 
Manila in a most irritating and un- 
friendly way to the United States, It 
was absurd for them to expect to play 
the part they played without raising a 
feeling of the most intense bitterness 
in such a high spirited body of men 
as the officers and sailors of the Amer- 
ican navy. An explosion of this feeling 
wag bound to come sooner or later.” 

The Saturday Review, in an ar@cle 
characteristic of its treatment of any- 
thing concerning Americans, said: : 

“Had an English captain made Capt. 
Coghlan’s speech, if such a thing is 
conceivable, or had a German officer 
made it about England, there would 
have been war; but the Americans are 
treated by the world like spoiled chil- 
dren. We, however, do not envy the 
position of Capt. Coghlan, from: which 
he can only escape by accepting an 
imputation upon his sobriety.” 

The Speaker takes a more common 
sense view of the matter, and 
rejects the “brutal and ‘insulting sug- 
gestion of the German papers that 
Capt. Coghlan was intoxicated. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S BAD BREAK. 


Referring to a speech made by the 


| Secretary of State for the Colonies, Jo- 


seph Chamberlain, early in the week, 
explaining that the massing of adarge 
British force in South Africa wad due 
to the fact that the Boers had erected 
forts at Pretoria and Johannesburg, is 
regarded as a menace to Great Britain, 
the Speaker declares that the speech 
was quite as mischievous and unjusti- 
fiable as Capt. Coghlan’s, and that it 
has given greater offense to the Boers 
than Capt. Coghlan’s gave to the Ger- 
mans; and Mr. Chamberlain’s indiscre-

In connection with the foregoing re- 

marks of Mr, Chamberlain, another 
indication that the causes of friction 
between Great Britain and the Trans- 
veal continue increasing, is given in 
the announcement by Mr. Chamberlain 
yesterday evening that-Great Britain 
had informed President Kruger that 
the dynamite concession by the Trans- 
vaal was a breach of the London con- 
vention. 
The Daily Mail, commenting upon 
this statement, says: ‘‘Kruger’s sands 
are fast running out, and the hour is 
when England must take 
action.” 


ANGLO-RUSSIAN AGREEMENT. 


Russia have signed a self-denying 
agreement regarding China, which is 
intended to put an end to the canten- 
tion over railway and other conces- 
sions in that country, is the most im- 
portant news of the day. It is officially 
confirmed here this afternoon, and the 
pe@pers are running it with big head 
lines. The news comes on top of 
George J. Goschen’s speech on Wednes- 
day last, in the course of which, after 
taking an optimistic view of the politi- 
cal future, and with reference to 
agreements arrived at with France 
and Germany, he seid: “A friendly 
understanding with Russia is also on 
the eve of conclusion.” 

The present agreement puts an end 
to the Anglo-Russian struggle in 
China. and is tantamount to a settle- 
ment of the question of the sphere of 
influence of the two countries. Under 
the agreement Great Britain hes un- 
dertaken not to press railway or other 
concessions in North China, while 
Russia agrees to the British demand 
that no part of the basin of the 
Yanx-Tse-Kiang shall be allotted. Rus- 
sia also recognizes explicitly that Brit- 
ish commercial interests are supreme 
in the Yang-Tse-Kiang basin, which is 
understood to extend a considerable 
distance north and south of the river 
thouch no attempt has been made to 
define: the region. 

RUSSIAN FAMINE. 

Letters from the famine provinces of 
‘Russia tell a harrowing story of dis- 
tress. In the province of Kazan, the 
center of the famine district, the Red 
Cross Societv alone is feeding 132,000 
people. The relief delegation in the 
province of Ufa renorts that peasants 
ran efter him and begged for food on 
their Knees in the snow. The St. 
Petersburg Skyya Viedomosti, in a 
vivid description of the misery and 
disease prevalent in Kazan, says: 

“Crime. mortality and the number 
of still-born infants have increased 
and now scurvy and typhus are de- 
vouring the population like a con-

“FILLMORE’S KID’? HAS AN EYE TO 
BUSINESS. 


Ragged Street Urchin Whose Gall 
Has Challenged the Admiration 
of Many Railroad Magnates—Had 
a Corner om Baseball Seats,

SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—[Ex- 
clusive  Dispatch.] Southern Pacific 
employés in the big office building at 
Market and Montgomery streets are 
telling “how ‘Fillmore’s Kid’ at- 
tended the Huntington quet” at 
the Palace Hotel Thursday night. 
The “Kid” concerned is Walter Gray, 
a diminutive juvenile with a history 
antedating the six months he has 
been in the employ of the railroad 
company as errand-and card boy for 
General Superintendent J. A. Fillmore. 

On the day of the feast, when all 

the officials were nervously perfecting 
final preparations for the great event 
in honor of their chief, some of the 
clerks asked the “Kid” if he was go- 
ing to the banquet. They , pictured 
to him the wonderful things to eat 
and the gorgeousness of decorations, 
and he was visibly affected. “I guess 
I'll go,” remarked the “Kid.” 
At 11 o’clock that night a small 
boy with a big bunch of tawdry pink 
carnations came into the Palace 
Hotel, watched his chance, tacked on 
behind a newspaperman, and entered 
the great banquet hall, just as one of 
the speakers was closing his remarks. 
Proceeding directly to the head of the 
table, at which were seated 153 of the 
commercial celebrities of the commu- 
nity, the youngster approached the 
venerable president of the Southern 
Pacific, bowed and presented the 
bouquet. 

Collis P. Huntington was pleased. 
He took the boy by the hand, patted 
him on the head, told him he would 
be a man some day, and slipped a 
bright new $5 gold piece into his 
willing palm. Banker Speyer of New 
York, railroad financier, who manipu- 
lates deals in hundreds of millions, 
not to be outdone by western gener- 
osity, handed the boy a silver half 
dollar. Then Herrin, of the legal 
department, beckoned the boy over 
to him, and presented him a big, 
round dollar, and Van R. Patterson, 
who occupied the next seat, slipped 
‘the smiling “‘Kid” a quarter. 

Six months ago the little fellow 
came into General Manager Krutt- 
schnitt’s office in the railroad building 
selling chewing gum. ‘Look a-here, 
Mister,” he said to the dignified 
fourth vice-president; “I think I could 
make more money working for this 
company than a-selling gum on the 
street. My father was conductor on 
the run to San José for a long time, 
but he’s dead, and me and my brother 
has to earn money for the family.” 

Kruttschnitt sent him down to Fill- 
more with a note, and a few da 
later a new boy was on duty outside 
Fillmore’s office door. Before pay day 
came he needed some money, and, 
negotiating a loan of 10 cents from 
one of the clerks in the freight de- 
partment, he wrote a promissory note 
for the amount, payable on the first 
of the month. When pay day came, 
he made a tour of the offices and dis- 
posed of his $25 in gold for $25 in 
‘silver. 

At a Thanksgiving football game 
last fall he pleaded to be let in for 
50 cents. Then working his way up 
to a part of the reserved-seat section, 
he climbed where ‘others could not 
readily get, and took one after another 
of vacant seats, selling them at 50 
cents or $1 apiece to persons who 
could not find the reserved seat that 
they had paid for, and cleared $8.

GIST OF THE FINDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Wade 
court of inquiry today concluded its 
work in connection with the allegations 
of Gen. Miles concerning the beef sup- 
plied to the army during the war with 
Spain. The report was signed at 2:30 
p.m. by every member of the board, 
and soon afterward the members of 
the court left the Lemon building, 
where all the meetings in this city have 
been held. 

Col. Davis, the recorder of the court, 
carried the official copy of the finding 
to the War De t, and, in the 
absence of Secretary Alger, delivered 
it to Acting Secretary Meiklejohn, who 
immediately sealed the document in an 
envelope and forwarded it to the White 
House, whence it was dispatched to 
the President in New York. 

The report is about 30,000 words, and 
goes fully into the questions which 
have been raised in connection with 
the army beef. The text has not been 
made public, and will not until after 
the President shall have read it. It 
will then rest with hjm to say when 
the report shall be given to the public. 
The verdict, however, is known to be 
that the charges which Gen. Miles 
made before the War Investigating 
Committee are nat sustained in refer- 
ence to the refrigerated beef, although 
his contention that the canned roast 
beef was not a suitable continuous ra- 
tion is admitted. There is direct criti- 
cism of Gen. Miles for failing to 
promptly bring to the attention of the 
War Department the reports made to 
him concerning bad beef, and “several 
individuals” are censured for fail- 
ing to observe’ the proprieties 
of their positions as commanding 
officers in this and other respects. The 
forecast of the report, as made by the 
Associated Press on the 8th inst., was 
an accurate one. As was then stated, 
the court takes the position that the 
testimony is conclusive that both the 
refrigerated beef and the canned beef 
were in good condition when delivered 
to the government, and continued so 
until issued to the troops, except in 
especial instances, when the deteriora- 
tion was due to accidental conditions in 
transportation, or to the influence of 
the tropical climate. The report admits 
the liability of refrigerated beef to 
taint quickly after removal from the 
ice chests. The court finds the charges 
of embalming fresh beef to have been 
unsubstantiated by testimony, and says 
no chemicals were used to preserve it. 
It also says that it would have been 
impracticable to secure beef on the hoof 
for the Cuban campaign. The finding is 
also adverse to the assertion, on the 
part of Gen. Miles, that the use of the 
beef was an experiment. 

Much attention is given to charges 
concerning the canned roast beef, and 
it is stated that the testimony proves 
it to have been wholesome and nu- 
tritious, where used in mederation and 
under favorable circumstances. The po- 
sition is taken that too much of this 
Particle of food was supplied to the men, 
and that under the circumstances it 
was unpalatable and found undesirable 
as a continued ration. The fact is set 
forth that the canned roast beef had 
not been used to any appreciable extent 
before the beginning of this war, and 
it is therefore regarded as:a practically 
untried ration. 

In view of this fact the Commissary- 
General of Subsistence is roundly crit- 
icised for the purchase of the meat in 
such extensive quantities. As to the 
character of the meat for wholesome- 
ness and nutrition, the reports of Profs. 
Atwater and Chittenden are quoted at 
length, sustaining the claims in this 
respect. 

Accordingly, the court finds that the 
meat was not “‘doctored;” that it was 
the beef of commerce; that there was 
no more neglect than was incidental 
to the hurried preparation for the war: 
that the inspection, while generally 
according to regulations, was not al- 
ways up to the requirements: and that 
the sickness of the troops was not to 
any great degree occasioned by the 
use of either the canned or the refrig- 
erated beef. On the other hand, it is 
explained that Gen. Miles himself did 
not report during the war that the 
beef, either refrigerated or canned, was 
unfit as a ration. Other officers who 
gave their testimony before the court 
were found also to have neglected 
avhat the court conceives to have been 
their duty in this respect, and all are 
blamed for this failure. But the court 
does not think further proceedings 
necessary.

LOUIS, April 29.—The roll of 
killed and injured at Affksville, Mo., 
where half the residence portion was 
destroyed by a tornado Thursday 
evening, continues to grow by reason 
of the finding and identification of 
additional bodies of the dead and.

YEAST AND VINEGAR. 


-Trast Formed Which Will Raise 
Prices. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, April 29.—The Tribune 
says that after the middle of May there 
will be but one vinegar factory in Chi- 
cago the output of which is not con- 
trolled by the American Vinegar Com- 
pany which is being financed by Henry 
Clews & Co., of New York. Four Chi- 
cago companies have given options on 
the purchase of their factories, as fol- 
lows: Spielman Bros.’ Company, W. H. 
Burge Company, William Henning & 
Co., the Prussing Vinegar Company. — 

The estimated value of the four Chi- 
cago plants is $1,000,000. After their 
absorption by the American Vinegar 
Company, that corporation will, it is 
said, control 95 per cent. of the vinegar 
and yeast output in the United States. 
Fourteen factoreis in territory extend- 
ing from Omaha to Boston and from 
Dubugue to Louisville, will be in the 
combination. In all these factories yeast 
is an important product. 

The consolidation of all these inter- 
ests will terminate a four-years’ war 
which as resulted disastrously to lost 
prices. Yeast for some time has been 
selling at 10 cents a pound, while the 
cost of about 18 
cents. It is expected that the price of 
yeast will be raised to the latter fig- 
ure. Some thirty vinegar factories will 
be closed.

Strong Anti-American Sentiment En- 
gendered by President Zelayn’s 
Inspired Organs—United States 
Won’t Stand Blucfields Extor- 
tion,

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) April 4.— 
{Correspondence of Associated Press.) 
Strong efforts have recently been 
made by persons high in official confi- 
dence in Nicaragua to prejudice and 
Mmbitter the people of this State 
against the people and government of 
the United States. These efforts ap- 
pear as editorials in El Comercio. In 
the editorial articles of March 24 and 
29, the leaders of the revolution against 
the authority of the United States in 
the Philippine Islands, are praised in 
strong terms and the conduct of the 
rebels is approved and they are en- 


soldiers of the United States by every 
process. The articles declare that the 
troubles and the fighting were pro- 
voked and started by the American au- 
thorities. 

The people of Nicaragua generally 
recognize the fact that the articles 
were written by an intimate friend of 
President Zelaya and probably reflect 
the President's private feelings.

Many of the natives who were in good 
financial circumstances until three 
years ago, appear indifferent to such a 
change, because at present they are 
loaded down with debts, accumulated 
by compounding high rates of interest 
on loans of money made to them in 
1892-96 by Europeans. Somé of this 
class hope that the transition of gov- 
ernment would enable them, by an ad- 
vance in the selling price of real estate, 
to pay their debts and, thereafter, to 
comfortably support their families and 
properly educate their children, and to 
live in peace without fear of damage 
because of revolution. 

A large number of the natives ap- 
pear to favor the idea of being an- 
nexed by Mexico, as if it were a hope 
set before them ‘of peace and pros- 
perity in the near future, declaring 
themselves tired of the many revolu- 
tions and tha disastrous social, moral 
and financial results that have origi- 
nated durimge the last few years by 
splits and petty jealousies among the 
high officials of the party in power. 
Some of the native politicians also ap- 
pear inclined to the Mexican annexa- 
tion idea. + 

The foreign “generals” and ‘‘colo- 
nels,’’ numerous in the employ of Cen- 
tral American dictators, are usually 
adventurers from other Central or 
South American States. They look and 
act gloomy and disconsolate when the 
Mexican annexation idea is discussed 
in their hearing, evidently recognizing 
the fact that they wll be in danger 
of ‘lccing their lives if they lead an 
armed opposition against Mexico's sol- 
dier's. , 

Tne foregoing represents the true 
feelings in this State, if Mextro for 
“humanity’s sake” is determined to 
anmex the Central American States and 
stop the peace, commerce and finance- 
destroying revolutions which occur in 
them so frequently.

Minister Merry, who has been at 
Bluefields making an investigation of 
the complaints of American mer- 
chants at that point, is expected, un- 
der the instructions sent him, to de- 
mand the refunding of such duties as 
were paid under protest, and that 
Gen. Torres. the Nicaraguan official 
in charge of the departments, shall 
be deterred from his attempt to en- 
force the payments of these duties. 

It is the purpose to show the gov- 
ernment that the American importers 
paid to the insurrectionist government 
the duties-on goods brought into Blue- 
fields during the period from February 
3 to February 25, and the Nicaraguan 
government. after it regained control 
had no right to endeavor to assess 
them again for the amount of such 
duties, | 

It is contended by the Nicaraguan 
government thet the Americans reall)

MRS. VANDERBILT AT MARBLES 


There Were Times in Virginia City 
When She Played. 

[C. M.-M., in San Francisco Exam- 

iner:] Twenty years ago, more «or 

less. I knew Miss Virginia Fair, who 


became Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt @ week 
Or two ago. 

We mei on an old waste dump on 
South B street of Virginia City, Név. 
We were introduced by circumstances. 
A lot of small boys and girls were 
playing marbles on one of the few 
level spots on the Comstock, when 
down the bank rofied a gorgeous mar- 
ble. an agate, of size worth thirty 
china marbles of any boy’s money. 
It was seized upon by a freckled boy 
with a skinned nose. If mémory serve 
me right. he was wearing the ragged 
remnant of his big brother’s trousers. 

Following the rolling marble came 
a. fairv. a big-eyed baby girl, with 
black curls. dressed in a short white 
slip. with a big blue sash and with 
a sun bonnet hanging by its strings. 

“Boy.” said she; “bad boy, give 
Birdie marble!” 

Virginia Fair was always “Birdie” 
in those days. 

She got the marble, but she did not 
keep it. Her brother was with her, 
a plump boy in faultless knickerbock- 
ers. the pocket of which bulged with 
the most wonderful marbles ever 
seen. There was no caste among the 
Comstock young ones. and soon those 
wonderful mardies were in a ring with 
many more plebeian ones, the 
pearl Knickerbockers and the made- 
over trousers were being worn out at 
the knee, together on the gravel. 

The Fair Boys had _ their good 
points. but they could not play mar- 
bles. The bulging knickerbockers grew 
flaccid and the ragged trousers  fat- 
teneda. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt - that-was-ta-be 
watched the wreck of her brother’s 
fortunes from her seat on a quartz 
bowlder. He tried to win at ‘‘Bos- 
ton” what he lost at “fats,’’ but it 
was a vain hope. At last Charlie 
Fair confessed hiymself “busted.” Then 


he caught sight 07 the big agate 
clutched in the chubby fist. 

“Gimme — that tor,’ Birdie,” he 
coaxed. “I'll give it back.”’ 


She vielded it without a word, and 
the other boy put up against it u tale 
of “chineys,’”’ “pureys’” and ‘porties’”’ 
‘that was wealth by itself. Before 
the sun went down .the agate was 
lost to the Fair family. It seemed, 
forever. Charlie drifted away to get 
more marbles and the successful 
gambler remaineé to gloat over the 
big agate. He paid no attention to the 
‘forlorn iftfie figure oon the frock; 
mourning over hér loss, until @_ tall 
shadow fell upon fiim. It was Father 
Manogue, the Comstock priest, whose 
attention was attracted by the wail- 
ing of the daughter of his millionaire 
parishioner. 

‘Rad boy took Biridie’s tor,’’ she ex- 
plained through her tears, and then 
she fiunge herself down on the gravel 


and ruined her pretty dress in an 
abandon of woe. The boy tried to 
make the priest understand. Father 


Manogue died a bishop years after, 
but he was Ropelessly dense in re- 
gard.to the rules of marbles, and 
held on to the boy’s ear. He finally 
up-ended him, and as a cataract of 
marwes fell the little girl gathered 
them all—fiers, her brother’s and the 
boy's orjginal capital—in her tiny pet- 
ticoat. and holding them up as’ a 
farmer’s wife holds eggs, she scam- 
pered off home as fa® as her fat, pink 
legs could carry her. 

Charlie Fdir never made good this 
defalcation by his little sister, though 
he was afterward seen with that won- 
derful agate. 

The Fairs lived fn a big two-story 
white frame house on South L sfreet, 
and in the same  inclosure was a 
private schoolhouse, wherein the little 
girl learned her Yetters, and her big 
sister. a chunky girl with short heir 
and a habit of making faces througn 
the schoolhouse windows at passers-by, 
also studied. 

Mrs. Oelrtchs at that time always 
seemed ta lack a front took. She used 
to stand on the Veranda 4nd tell her 
brothers what would happen to them 
if thev did not ‘‘come in this minute.” 

Senator Fair was a very rich man 
then. but he had Deen rich such a 
short time that-his miners still called 
him. bv his first name. It was con- 
sidered that his family was “putting 
on airs’ when they didn’t send the 
children to pub*%c school with the 
miners’ boys and girls. — 

The nrivate school in the Fairs’ yard 
was also atter™ed by a few of the 
mining superintendents’ children, and 
the young ones of Tritle, who 
afterward was Governor of Arizona, 
were also am®dng the little Fair girls’ 
first friends and schoolmates. The 
young pedagogue who taught in that 
dainty school eloped with the rich and 
beautiful mistress of the mansion 
across KH street, but though the scan- 
dal almost wilted the sagebrush on 
the Nevada hillsides, probably Mrs. 
Vanderbilt does not remember eit. 
The pedagogue, by the way, is now 
a prominent minister in New England. 

This lady’s house, just across the 
way from the Fairs’, was a wooden 
palace, high above tHe street. Lead- 
ing down from ft were fong fights of 
stairg and a banister just made toa 
slide down.. We used to sneak up 
thoze stairs, ctamber a-traddle of the 
banister. let out a yell of defiance to 
the Edgington famiiy. who lived there, 
and toboggan to ‘he bottom like 
meteers. Whether the damage to the 
Edgington varnish was greater than 
that to iuvenile clothing is an unset- 
tled problem. |

So well did the plan work 
that at the next annual parish meeting 
it was voted to take a collection at the 
Sunday evening service, and allow the 
Rev. Mr. Van Horn to take it for his 
own use in advertising and for secur- 
ing special musical talent for the serv- 
ices. About this time, now nearly two 
years ago, he abandoned the fiyers, 
took a six-inch space in the Evening 
Times on Saturday, and has continued 
it ever since. We give him a special 
position across the top of the fifth 
page, one inch deep, and people now 
look as regularly for his announce- 
ment as they do for the local news in 
the paper. The result of this advertising

bx-Senator White, Atty.-Gen. Ford 
and Others Speak — Sixty-four 
Menpbers—Oflicers Chosen, 
What We Produce. 


Representative miners..of Southern 
California met in the assembly room 
of the Chamber of .Commerce at 8 
o'clock last night, for the purpose of 
organizing a. Southern’ California 


ciation. 

The convention was called to order 
by E. H. Benjamin, secretary of the 
California Miners’ U.ssociation, who 
said the object of the meeting was to 
obtain 2 ¢cusensus of opinion with ref- 
erence to the establishment of a branch 
of the State association. He found that 
many were unfamiliar with the work of 
that body, and there were gentlemen 
present who would take pleasure in ex- 
emplifying it. He greatly regretted the 
absence of President Neff, who was 
kept away. by illness. 
Ralston had been detained and had 
wired authority for ex-Senator White 
to preside, and he therefore called Mr. 
White to the chair. 

Wr. White bowed. thanks 
in response to the applause accorded 
him, and said he had also received 
a telegram requesting him to act, and 
he would do so, but suggested’that the 
convention at once proceed to business 
by the selection of a committee on or- 
ganiztaion. Oscar Bresse was elected 
secretary, and on_motion of J. J. Mel- 
lus, the chair was instructed to ap- 
point a committee of five. The following 
were selected: J. J. Mellus, chairman; 
Senator John F. Davis, Walter S. Max- 
well, George N. Nolan, F. W. Braun. 
The committee was excused in order to 
prepare its report, and during the in- 
terim Atty.-Gen. Tirey L. Ford ad- 
dressed the body. After expressing his 
pleasure at the Harbor Jubilee he ex- 
plained the purposes of the California 
Miners’ Association. After reference 
to the gentlemen accompanying him, 
he said: , 

“They will take pleasure in explain- 
ing why we believe a branch of the 
State association should be organized 
in Southern California, it is that in 
union there is strength.’ 

Mr. Ford then reviewed the concep- 
tion of the State association, and the 
causes that led up to the quarrel be- 
tween the farmers and miners in Ne- 
vada and Placer counties with refer- 
ence to the operation, of the hydraulic 
mines; that through the influence of 
the asociation, Congress had passed 
the Caminetti act, authorized the 
Débris Commission, and later appro- 
priated $250,000 for the erection of 
restraining dams. That for some rea- 
son the State organization had no rep- 
resentation from Southern California, 


and it was hoped one would be organ-, 


ized to affiliate with the parent body 
in order that legislation throughout 
the State might be uniform. That the 
State association instituted by Charles 
G. Yale in Placer and Nevada coun- 
ties in 1892 now had branch ofganiza- 
tions in every county of the State 
north of the Tehachapi; that it recog- 
nized no private or commercial inter- 
ests, but was a miners’ organization 
for the benefit and protection of min- 
ers alone. He referred to the fact 
that one of the greatest difficulties in 
influencing national legislation was the 
absence of any mining department in 
Washington; that the State association 
was moving in that matter and already 
had the promise of a bureau of mines 
in the Interior Department when war 
with Spain was declared. > 

With reference to the Mineral Lands 
Bill, segregating mineral lands from 
railroad grants, he spoke eloquently of 
ex-Senator White’s earnest efforts in 
its support, and said the miners of 
California never had a more loyal 
friend in Washington. He also praised 
the efficient aid and inftuence of T. E. 
Gibbon when before the Transmissis- 
sippi Congress at Salt Lake. Referring 
again to the need of a department of 
mines at Washington, he said that fifty 
years ago, when the Interior Depart-

ment was organized, the annual min- 
eral product of the United States was 
comparatively speaking, nothing; now 
it is nearly, if not quite, $1,000,000,000, 
“and yet this great industry is not ac- 
corded a department in the national 
capital.”” He further stated that when 
the State association was organized in 
1892 the annual mineral product of Cal. 
ifornia was about $11,000,000; now it is 
nearly $27,000,000; there had been a 
great awakening and the association 
had brought the attention of the capi- 
tal of the world to the mines of Cali- 
fornia. 

“Southern California, with its rapidly 
increasing mineral production should 
join heartily and g0 with us hand. in 
hand in this work,” he said, in conclu- 
sion. To the miners we owe our state- 
hood, to the miners we owe our avoid- 
ance of the panic of ’'93. The war with 
Spain was unfortunate, but it is Cali- 
fornia’s opportunity, as she sits at the 
nation’s gateway. Let us all pull to- 
gether and all industries will advance 
as one,” 

Mr. White then introduced Charles G. 
Yale, statistician of the State Mining 
Bureau, “as a miner who knows what 
he is talking about.” 

SUUTHERN CALIFORNIA OUTPUT. 

Mr. Yale briefly referred to the diffi- 
culties of the first organization, and 
presented the following statistics, 
showing the mineral output of South- 
ern California counties last year: 

Total value of mineral products of 
Southern California counties for 189%, 
$5,217,884. 

This includes Santa Barbara, Ven- 
tura, Los Angeles, Orange, Sah Bernar- 
dino, San Diego and _ Riverside. If 
Kern is included the total is $6,347,457. 

In these southern counties are mined 
or quarried twenty-four out of thirty- 
six substances mined in the State. 

Los Angeles is the only county in the 
State which has the lead in amount in 
product in five substances. 

The substances mined in these south- 
ern counties are as follows: Asbestos, 
antimony, asphalt, borax, brick clay, 
coal, cement, granite, gold, gypsum, 


natural gas, paving blocks, petroleum, 
pottery, clay, serpentine, sandstone, 
silver and sulphur. 


is-valued at $29,289,079, of which the 
southern counties produced $5,217,884, 
or, if Kern is included, $6,347,457. 

Counties north of Tehachapi produced 
mineral values in 1898 of $22,071,195. 

In gold alone the counties south of 
Tehachapi produced $1,146,196, as 
against the gold out put of other coun- 
ties of $13,950,388; or, if Kern be in- 
cluded in the southern counties, they 
produced gold valued at $2,275,763, as 
against the other product of $12,820,715. 

An enumeration has been made by 
the United States mint to ascertain the 
number of mén engaged in gold, silver, 
lead and copper mining in 1898. It 
shows that there are 19,823 miners thus 
employed from the Southern California 
counties of Santa Barbara, Ventura, 
Los Angeles, Orange, San Diego, River- 
side and San Bernardino, it was found 
there were 1365 men in this kind of 
mining, leaving 18,458 in other counties. 
If Kern is counted as a southern county 
these southern counties have 242 men 
engaged in mining: gold, silver, copper 
and lead, as against 17,396 in other 
counties. Men working in petroleum, 
clay, borax, or other substances ex- 
cept those named are not counted .in 
this enumeration in any of the counties. 

Southern counties, including Kern, 
total, $6,347,457; north, $22,071,196; south- 
ern counties, including Kern, gold, 
$2,275,763; north, $12,820,715; southern 
counties, including Kern, men, 2425; 
north, 17,369. 

Mr. White then introduced A. C. Rick- 
etts, chairman of the Mineral Lands 
Committee of the California Miners’ 
Association. After an eloquent appeal 
for the organization of a branch of 
the State association here, so that all 
might work in harmony, Mr. Ricketts 
said: 

METHODS OF WORK. 


“Let me now inform you of the 
method by which the work of 
the California Miner’s Association 
is conducted: In each county 
there may, and in many cases 
does, exist a separate and distinct or- 
ganization, governed by its Own con- 
stitution and by-laws, and having its 
own officers, etc. Said county organiza- 
tion may meet at any time and at all 
times during the year to suit its con- 
venience, and if it has any grievance 
it suggests the remedy.@{Jpon coming 
to fhe State convention each county 
ors~nization may present their state- 
ments, whatever they may be, and ask 
the entire body of miners of the State 
to assist them in. obtaining the needed 
legislative or other relief. The State 
organization holds its session in San 
Francisco in October of each year. 
Such matter as may. be presented by 
any county organization is then con- 


sidered by the convention, and if found 


to be for the general good of the min- 
ing industry is recommended by reso- 
lution, or otherwise, by the convention, 
and is thereafter confided to the proper 
committee, subject to appropriate ac- 
tion by the Executive Committeee of 
the association, to which is intrusted 
the carrying out the wishes of the 
convention. This executive committee is 
composed of representatives from the 
different county associations. All other 
committees of the association are sub- 
ordinate to the executive committee; 
for instance, the legislative commit- 
tee, which has charge of the matters 
pending before Congress and the Leg- 
islature of this State. The mineral land 
committee has charge of all matters 
relating to the preservation of the min- 
eral lands. The question of the mineral 
lands is, whether the railroad com- 
panies shall asquire title to the min- 
eral lands within their grants. It is 
the contention of the miners that the 
government never’ intended that the 
railroad companies should acquire the 
mineral lands within their grants, but 
yet instances are too numerous to 
mention in which such lands have been 
patented to the railroad companies by 
the Land Department of the United 
States. This mineral land committee 
gives its entire attention to the best 
method by which these mineral lands, 
and mineral lands only, shall be re- 
stored to the public domain or remain 
therein. With any other qestion ef- 
fecting the railroad lands, neither it 
nor the parent association has any 
concern. 

“In order to accomplish its end this 
committee must prepare the proper 
arguments and furnish data to the offi- 
cers of the government and «hrough 
Oongress to the government itself, 
showing the necessity for restricting 
the railroad companies in their efforts 
to illegally absorb such lands. This 
requires a vasi amount of legal work, 
of correspondence and of personal visits 
of attorneys to Washington during the 
sessions of Congress, in order to fully 
present the rights of tthe miners in 
the matter. 

“In the case of this particular com- 
mittee in order to effectuate the pur- 
pose for which it was created, it hes 
been necessary to file protests against 
the action of the railroad companies 
in seeking to obtain patents to lands 
containing mineral and lying within 
their grants and which, under the un- 
just rules of the Land Department,

the roads were thoroughly en rapport 
with the game and stopped it. 
feared that the final passage of the bill 
was a long, long ways ahead. He 
urged affiliation with the State organi- 
zation and pleaded with the body not 
by intimation or inference to consider 
division of the State, even of the min- 
ing interests. He was a native of Cali- 
fornia, proud of her potentiality, ‘‘the 
mining interests of the north should be 
identified with those of the south, as 
the miners of the north are the strong- 
est friends of the miners of the south.” 
The.Committee on Organization re- 
ported,. recommending that the organi- 
zation be constituted and known as the 
Southern California Branch of the Cal- 
ifornia Miners’ Association; that its 
headquarters be located in Los An- 
geles, and that the officers be @ presi- 
dent, vice-president, treasurer and sec- 
retary, and an Executive Committee 
to consist of three members at large 
and one member from each county in 
Southern California be appointed by 
the president; that the temporary offi- 
cers be made permanent for the first 
year, and that the vice-president and 
treasurer be selected after organization 
is effected; that the membership fee 
be $1 for initiation and the dues $1 per 
year; that all persons friendly to the 
mining interests are eligible to become 
members of this branch association. 
A. Richardson introduced a resolu- 
tion in the nature of a substitute call- 
ing for the organization of a ‘‘Miner’s 
Association of Southern California,’ 


whose purpose it should be to Iook after. 


mining intérests in this section and call- 
ing a convention of the purposes of 
such organization on July 12. 

Mr. James moved to table the sub- 
stitute; several parties demanded rec- 
ognition, but the chair ruled the 'mo- 
tion not debatable, and it carried by 
a handsome majority. 

The motion recurring to the original 
question, the matter was debated at 
length, George W. Parsons and H. Z. 
Osborne asking for delay until the mnt- 
ter could be more thoroughly under- 
stood. Senator Davis of Amador, in an 
impasisoned and eloquent appeal for 
the report, asked the body to consult 
its own interests and work with the 
entire State for uniform laws and elim- 
inate any considerations of private in- 
terests. 

U. S. G. Todd said he was partly re- 
sponsible for the call for the present 
convention, and -had no intention to 
make it conflict with the State organ- 
ization. The “wo should be one in all 
national legislation, but there were 
many local matters that needed imme- 
diate consideration. 

After extended debate, the original 
report was adopted unanimously. 

Capt. Mullens was elected president 
and H. J. Fleishman treasurer. 

On motion of Col. Ensign a vote of 
thanks was tendered the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

H. Z. Osborne moved a vote of thanks 
for the presence of Atty.-Gen. Tirey L. 
Ford, A. C. Ricketts, E: H. Benjamin, 
Charles G. Yale and Senator Davis, 
and they were given wtih a will. 

Mr. Yale reported an immense cab- 
inet of duplicate specimens in the State 
Mining Bureau:at the disposal of the 
association. 

Sixty-four names were signed to 
membership certificatese, and the con- 
vention adjourned. 


Minerals in Porto Rieo. : 
([Harper’s Weekly:] 
possibilities of Porto Rico are un- 
solved problems, but the known fac- 
tors do not hold forth great promise 
to the speculator or investor. Viewed 
in the light of scanty discoveries made 
on the other islands, where the earth 
disturbances took place on a more 
gigantic scale, and where—if at any 
point in this great range—valuable 
minerals should have formed in na- 
ture’s crucible, the possible resources 
in rare minerals are not promising. 

Iron ore of good quality has been 
found at several places on the isl- 
and. It may be that asphaltum will 
be discovered in paying quantittés. 
Coal is said to occur in the western 
ranges, but closer scrutiny will very 
likely prove it to be lignite. A min- 
eral fuel, it may be said, incidentally, 
located in this region, would be a great 
industrial blessing, for the scanty sup- 
ply of wood at the prevailing high 
price will make it necessary to tm- 
port coal in great quantities, if the 
present industries are to make much 
expansion in the future. 

Coal has been found in many of 
the mountain streams, notably in the 
Loquillo Mountains in the northeast, 
under the towering peak of El Yun- 
que. In the 70s a French company 
secured privileges from the Spanish 
government to wash gold from the 
streams near Rio Grande, but ‘the 
work was soon abandoned—it is said, 


because of failure. to find placer gold: 


in paying quantities. No mother lode 
has so far been located in this range, 
which may yet disclose wealth under 
the searching eyes of prospectors. This 
year a number of parties have been 
scouring the upper heights of El Yun- 
que, and rumors of finds are in the 
air. In the tributaries to the Rio 
Cibua, near Corozal, some fifteen 
miles southward of San Juan, gold has 
been washed from the streams by the 
natives, and often the San Juan mer- 
chants purchase very small amounts 


of gold dust in exchange for store. 


goods. The method pursued by the 
natives in securing this gold, it is re- 
Jated, is primitive 
being obtained by diving into the 
water and bringing the sand from the 
bottom in the clinched hands. panning 
it out afterward on the banks of the 
stream. 

Numbers of other minerals are 
named, none of them, so far as known, 
appearing in paying quantities. Cop- 
per, lead, garnet‘and others of lesser 
importance ate enumerated.

I ‘hap- 
pened to be a witness of the bruising 
finish of a spectacular game in which 
the lulu figured, in Sheridan, Wryo., 
back in ’91. It happened in Ted Car- 
'hart’s back room layout, where four 
tables were reserved for draw games 
between Carhart’s patrons, with a small 
rake-off for the house. Three sheep- 
men started a game of $10 limit, with 
the understanding that-there was to he 
a lulu. They were all men of sub- 
stance, and they had been playing lulus 
right along ever since that feature of 
draw spread around the Territory. They 
had been playing for an-hour or so, 
running on about even terms, with no 
sign of the Iulu, when a quiet-looking 
chap who had been standing over the 
game, looking on, asked them if they 
wanted to fill the table.

ORANGES INDIGENOUS. 


Porto Rico Called a Veritable Para- 
dise for the Fruit. 


fHarper’s Weekly:] 
varieties of oranges which are indi- 
genous to the soil, and grow wild in 
the dense thickets, yielding, under un- 
favorable conditions, heavy crops of 
fruit. The only orange grove culti- 
vated as such of which the writer has 
knowledge, consisted of fifteen acres 
of trees. and is near Mayaguez. It 
is customary to let all young plants 
live where they spring up, in ihe shade 
cf the coffee plantations, in the fence 
rows, and on the roadsides no par- 
ticular attention being paid them be- 
yond the harvesting, perhaps, of what 
remains of the cron after ghe wa r- 
ing poor have enjoyed many a luscious 
globe stoned from the branches. . 

There grows another variety of or- 
ange in the island. which is bitter- 
sweet when green, known by the na- 
tives as “naranja’’ (the Spanish name 
of orange.) in contradistinction to the 
sweet green orange called “chino.” 
The trees differ slightly, in that the 
narania has a supplementary heart- 
shaped pendant on the end of each 
leaf. 

What veritable paradise this: land 
will be for the American orange- 

wer, who carries with him his 

often bitter experience and careful 
methods of cultivation. gained in the 
sandy wastes of Florida! : 

The thin-skinned lemon is not in- 
digenous to Porto Rico; there is, how- 
ever, a small citron which looks like 
an immense lemon, with a rind nearly 
half an inch,thick, which cracks open 
as the fruit yellows. It ts rather dry, 
and not very sour, and the juice is 
used with sugar and water as a bever- 
age. The rind is highly aromatic, and 
has an economic value. There @re no 
drawbacks to future lemon culture, the 
soil and the climate of the mountain 
uplands being very suitable. Sweet 
lemons with a bitter-sweet taste, grow 
very profusely in several sections, 
though they are seldom gathered, un- 
less it be to make from them a sort 
of conserve, or to use them medicinally, 
since they are considered of some 
therapeutic value in malarial fevers.

STEWARD OF THE PASTIME CLUB. 
FOUND GUILTY. 


Long and Picturesque Trial for Vio- 
lating the Liquor Ordinance, 
Verdict Rendered at 10 O’clock 
at Night—Santa Fe Collision. 


PASADENA, April 29.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.}] When the jurors for 
the “Pastime Club” case enlisted in the 
Recorder’s court this morning, they un- 
dertook a day and night job. The trial 
started at 10 o’clock, a.m. and the 
jury was yawning before it was over. 
It has drawn crowds to the court- 
room, and has been full of entertain- 
ment. This evening, a large delegation 
of the W.C.T.U.. marched in. Frank 
F. Davis and ex-Justice Morrison were 
both on hand to defend L. C. Simpson, 
the club “steward,’’ who was or trial, 
and the big fight they put up made it 
a ‘‘cause celebre.’’ The result was a 
triumph for the friends of the prohibi- 
tory ordinance, the jury finding Simp- 
son guilty, at a late hour tonight. The 
trial of his coadjutor, Carroll, is set 
for Wednesday next. 

Ever since tne “Pastime Club’ moved 
over here from Los Angeles with its 
- beer cooler and other appliances for 
“promoting the social, moral and edu- 
cational welfare of its members,” as 
its articles of incorporation read, there 
has been much inquiry in Pasadena as 
to what the “Pastime Club’’-really was. 
Today’s trial shed some light on the 
question. It was urged that the or- 
ganization was a benevolent, aesthetic 
and eleemosynary affair. The secre- 
tary declared that he worked for love. 
‘The documents of the club were read, 
showing that nine men got together in 


a room on First-street, in Los Angeles, | 


nine Los Angeles men, and went to a 
good deal of trouble and considerable 
expense to get incorporated for the 
purpose of moving to Pasadena and 
laboring for the “educational, social 
and moral welfare” of this city. 

There was still some confusion, how- 
ever, in the minds of the jurors and 
the people, as to the aims and objects 
of this institution, till Lawyer Davis, 
in his closing argument, embalmed:the 
whole concern, beer cooler, whisky 
philanthropic aspirations for Pas- 

adena, and all,inone phrase. Mr: Da- 
vis said the “Pastime Club” was “a 
flowering bud of jocund pleasure.” 

The whole of the forenoon was ex- 
hausted in empaneling a jury. This 
afternoon Marshal Lacey went on the 
stand and described his raid on the 
club. Simpson, the defendant, let him 
in. The Marshal told about the six or 
seven meagerly-furnished rooms of the 
club, the beer refrigerator with its 
keg on tap, the whisky bottles that he 
seized and the way the club was con- 
ducted. .He said he had seen men com- 
ing down from the clubrooms in an 
intoxicated condition. Seven witnesses 
testified that they had. purchased 
liquors of Simpson, the respondent. 
They explained the mode of operating 
the club, it being possible for any man 
to procure a membership ticket, on 
payment of 50 cents, and such member 
could get any kind of liquor at any 

time by paying for it. 

The most interesting part of the trial 
came this evening, when W. H. Carroll, 
who was arrested with Simpson, April 


22, Was put on the stand for the de-' 


fense. Carroll flgures on the books of 
the “club” as its secretary and one of 
its stewards. When cross-examined by 
City Attorney Wright for the prosecu- 
tion, Carroll brought out that the or- 
ganizers of the “club” were all Los An- 
geles men; that they met at No. 203 
First street, in Los Angeles, April 6, to 
incorporate this institution for the up- 
lifting of Pasadena;

ploy counsel to t them incorporated 
and to procure suitable quarters. There 
was no record of a vote to authorize 
them. to buy or sell liquors for the lub. 
Carroll said the directors gave this au- 
thority informally. All the arrange- 
. ments were left to their discretion till

n his address to the jury tonight, 
City Attorney Wright declared that 
every law like the prohibitory ordinance 
of Pasadena had been upheld by the 
Supreme Court.

Pastime Club” was a mere device for 
evading that ordinance. There was no 
law to prevent men from drinking 
liquor in their homes, he said, but these 
“Pastime Club” promoters and this 
respondent, Simpson, had clearly come 
over here for the purpose of gelling 
liquor to anybody'and everybody, con- 
trary to the ordinance. Because they 
masqueraded in the guise of a corpora- 
tion, made no difference. In that way 
they could not escape the penalties of 
the law. A corporation has no powers 
except those conferred on it by its arti- 
cles, he said, and he read to the jury 
these articles, to show that no officer 
of the “Pastime Club” had any author- 
ity to sell liquor. He urged that if 
Simpson had sold liquor, as the wit- 
nesses testified, he was just as amen- 
able to the ordinance as if he had no 
connection with the “Pastime Club.”’ 

Orator Davis made the sparks of mer- 
riment and satire twinkle around the 
ears of City Marshal Lacey and other 
Pasadenans, when he spoke in con- 
clusion for the defense. He cautioned 
the jurors to beware of the Pasadena 
prejudice against such institutions for 
educational and benevolent purposes. 
In order to find a verdict against the 
respondent, he said, they must find him 
guilty of the exact offense charged— 
not merely of selling liquor, but of il- 
legally selling liquor. They must find 
him guilty beyond a reasonable doubt; 
and if there was the least hesitation in 
' their mental deliberations, that would 
be a reasonable doubt, and they should 
acquit him. 3 

Mr. Davis made a crack at “‘the club 
across the way’ (the Pasadena Co- 
operative Association.) which raised 
ehouts of laughter. He wanted to know 
why the Marshal had not raided that 
club a8 well as this one. He declared 
that other club, with “its arrange- 
ment whereby every man could keep 
his own whisky bottle in his own coffin 
till he wanted a drink,’’ was the mean- 
est kind of a shop. The meanest drink- 
er in the world, he said. is the fellow 
who goes off all by himself and takes 
e drink out of @ private bottle that he )

keeps locked up in a cubby-hole where 
nobody but himself can get it. Such 
men drink for the mere sake of drink- 
ing, while the Pastime Club members 
occasionaly took a glass for sociabil- 
ity’s sake and for promoting the bea- 
tific purposes of the organization. If 
the Pastime Club was “‘strange,”’ as the 
story ran, the Coéperative Association 
was “peculiar.” The orator declared 
that if Marshal Lacey had not nipped 
this “flowering bud of jocund p!easure”’ 
on the 22nd of April, it would have 
blososmed into a thing of beauty, with 
well-furnished club rooms, surrounded 
by a whole blooming garden of educa- 
tional and amusing infiuences. 

The main point made by Mr. Dayis 
‘was this: That the so-called sale of 
liquor by Simpson, the steward of the 
club, was not in law a sale. Counsel 
elaborated this point forcibly. Simpson. 
he said, could not sell what did not be- 
long to him. The liquors belonged to 
the Pastime Club, of which he was a 
steward, and in taking money from the 
members for the liquors, he did not 
sell them. He simply enabled members 
to take liquors from the common stock 
and put in the club’s treasury money 
to replace what they had taken.. This 
was not a sale, he argued. They were 
using their own liquors and furnishing 
the wherewithal to keep up the supply. 
As Simpson had not sold liquor, admit- 
ting all the evidence of the prosecution, 
counsel declared he had not violated the 
ordinance and asked the jury to bring 
in & verdict of acquittal. It did not 
take the jury long to arrive at the con- 
trary conclusion. After being out a few 
minutes, they came into court soon 
after 10 o’clock wtih-a verdict of guilty. 
Sentence will be pronounced upon 
Simpson Tuesday. His attorneys have 
given notice that they will appeal the 
case to the Superior Court.

The plan has 
been vigorously opposed by some of 
the members of the-Council, on the 
ground that there is a joker in it and 
that its real purpose is to benefit some 
of the larger companies by freezing 
out competition by those who do busi- 
ness on a smaller scale. The measure 
is not without a friend in the Council, 
however, and when it is reported by the 
Finance Committee, there is almost 
certain to be a contest. 

The new specifications for street 
lighting on which will be based the call 
for bids on the new lighting contract, 
have not been completed by the com- 
mittee which has the matter in charge. 
They will contain a number of changes 
over the old specifications, and will 
provide for a large increase in the 
number of street lights. 

Most of the city officials whose sal- 
aries cannot be touched by the Council 
will submit to the reduction of 10 per 
cent. because they do not desire to be 
better treated than are their subor- 
dinates. A few, however, will deman 
their full salaries, which of course must 
be paid. 

The wine dealers of this city who 
have heretofore been exempt from the 
payment of city licenses, are_ to be 
made to pay such license. The City At- 
torney has informed the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners that such license 
may be imposed, and it will hereafter 
be collected.

SAID TO HIDE A JOKER. 


PLAN TO LICENSE INSURANCE 
AGENTS OPPOSED BY AGENTS. 


Styled “Vicious Legislation” and 
Held Up by the. Finance OCom- 
mittee—Street Lighting Specifi- 
cations—City Officials on Salary 
Reduction—Condition of Fumds,

In the opinion of certain members of 
the City Council there is a large-sized 
joker in ‘the proposition presented at 
the last meeting of the Council to 
license the agents for fire insurance 
companies, and those who solicit busi- 
ness for them. The measure was looked 
upon with such suspicion by the Fi- 
nance Committe, to whom it was re- 
ferred, that the committee did not act 
upon it yesterday, but deferred action 
for one week. I nthe mean time the 
opinions of ‘those who would be affected 
by the measure will be secured, and 
upon them will depend the fate of the 
measure. . 

This proposed addition to the license 
laws of the city was presented last 
Monday, but just who wrote it or who 
is behind it does not appear upon the 
records of that meeting. It follows: 

“Every individual, firm or corporation 
transacting the business of a e in- 
surance agent in the city of An- 
geles shall pay to the city monthly in 
advance a license fee of $10; provided, 
that for a single license fee not more 
than three persons, whether principals 
or employés, shall be entitled to solicit 
fireinsurance. For each additional per- 
son more than three so soliciting an ad- 
ditional license fee of $5 per month shall 
be similarly paid in advance. Every 
license ‘shall state the individual names 
of all persons entitled to solicit fire in- 
surance by virtue of such license. 
Every individual, firm or corporation 
that solicits fire insurance or issues fire 
insurance policies in this city for a 
commission, salary, or other valuable 
consideration, or who accepts for him- 
self or another 2 fire insurdnce policy 
for a less consideration than that ex- 
pressed in the policy shall be deemed 
a fire insurance agent. Every person 
violating the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of not less than 
$50, or more than $200.” 

The measure was not discussed in 
open Council and there was some ques- 
tion as to how three of the members 
would vote on it, as they are engaged 
in the fire insurance business. It now 
appears that one or more of them are 
in favor of the measure, although they 


did not come out openly and express 
themsel 


ves. The matter was referred 


to the Finance Committee, and that 
committee took it up yesterday. 
Chairman Toll of the Finance Com- 
}mittee opposed the proposed’ license, 
and Councilman Vetter, representing 
certain insurarice men and-being one of 
them himeself favored the proposition 
Mr. Toll argued that the plan was 
simply an effort on the part of a few 
of the companies to rid themselves of 
objectionable competition which they 
could not do ekcept by just such legis- 
lation as was proposed. He contended 
that-the Council had no more right to 
say how many solicitors a man should 
have in the insurance businéss than in 
the grocery business or any other mer- 
eantile pursuit. He pointed to the 


| fact that there are many men who 


sometimes sdlicit fire imsurance who 
are not regularly in that business, but 
‘who are paid a commission by the 
agent for whom they secure business. 
To drive these men out of the business. 
he asserted, would be to give the 
larger companies free rein and permit 
them to dictate what insurance should 
be written and what should not. The 
licens? would drive small solicitors out 
of the business, and would enable those 
companies which paid the license to 
take all the business that the others 
would get. He also seriously objected 
to the clause referring to rebates, de- | 
claring that if that. plan was not fol- 
lowed the public would be bound to ac- 
cept any rate that the other companies 
chose to make. On the whole, he con- 
siders the proposed ordinance “vicious 
legislation,” and something with which 
the Council has nothing to do. He as- 
serted that the difference in the reve- 
nue derived by the city desirable as 
that would be, was not sufficient to 
justify the action contemplated by 
those who fathered the proposition, no 
matter if it doubles the city’s income.. 
Councilman Vetter, on the other hand, 
takes the position that the proposition 
is a good one, and should be adopted. 
He asserts that the legitimate insur- 
ance mene should be protected in their 
business from the competition of out- 
siders. He also holds that the larger 
companies should be made to pay for 
such a volume of business as enables 
them to employ a large number of solic- 
itors. The need of the city for the 
money is also used by Mr. Vetter as an 
argument in favor of the measure. 
When the matter comes before the 
Council again, it is probable that there 
will be an open fight over its adoption. 
In addition to Councilman Vetter, the 
members who are engaged in the busi- 
ness are Councilmen Todd and Blanch- 
ard. 


NOT ALL AGREED. 


ow City Officials Take the Invita- 
tion to Reduce Snitar:es. . 

That all of the elective officers of the 
city government will not act favor- 
ably upon the suggestiton made by the 
Council that they voluntarily submit to 
a reduction in their salaries ta the ex- 
tent of 10 per cent. is positively certain. 
Some have already kicked over the 
traces and they declare they will will 
not act as the Council desires, no mat- 
ter what the shortage of the city’s 
finances may be. Others are more gen- 
erous and have agreed that inasmuch 
as thelr: subordinates have been com- 
\pelled td stand the cut they will not 
arbitrarily stand upon their charter 
rights by drawing their full salaries, 
but will stand the same treatment as 
the poorer deputies are forced to. 

Street Superintendent Drain, City 
Assessor Ward and City Attorney Haas 
are among those who will refuse to sub- 
mit to any reduction in their pay. City 
‘Treasurer Hartwell and City Clerk 
Hance have agreed to stand the reduc- 
tion, and City Tax Collector White is 
‘on the fence,” not having deeided 
what he will do. City Engineer Olm- 
sted and City Auditor Carson have 
not announced their intentions. 

Maycr Eaton was asked yesterday 
whether he was willing to have 10 per 
cent. of his salary taken off in order 
to decrease the deficit which is staring 
the Council in the face. He replied that 
at first he was inclined to be unwil- 
ling to agree to the cut, but when he 
considered that there were scores of 
subordinates who have to submit be- 
cause the Council can do as it desires 
with their salaries, he had decided that 
rather than have this class of city em- 
ployés suffer while he was drawing full 
'salary, he would submit to the sug- 
gestion of the Council, as he considered 
the necessity for such a reduction suffi- 
cient to warrant some reduction of ex- 
penses, although he was opposed to 
reducing salaries except as a last re- 
sort. 

Among the city officials yesterday the 
reduction in salaries was about the 
only subject of general conversation. 
The universal sentiment was expressed 
that whatever other reductions were 
made the salary of Health Officer Pow- 
ers should not be reduced, as the serv- 
ice he had rendered the city during 
the smallpox scare has been worth 
many times his annual salary. If there 
was some way to exempt him from the 
provisions of the Council such action 
would certainly be taken, but the mem- 
bers of the Finance Committée do not 
see how they can make any exceptions. 
Whéther all of the members of the 
Council will submit to the reduction is 
not known. Councilman Pessell was the 
only one who was present at Friday's 
meeting who voted against the reduc- 
tions, but whether that vote carried 
with it a determination not to submit 
to a cut in his own salary is not known. 

The experience of the city officers 
here is much Better than that of the 
Oakland officials. There the salary re- 
duction was general, the subordinatese 
being cut 25 per cent. The following re- 
port of the action of the Council of 
that city, from the San Francisco 
Chronicle, under date of April 12, shows 
what was done there: . 

“By a unanimous vote tonight the 
Council passed the ordinance recom- 
mended by Mayor Snow reducifhg the 
pay of city employés whose salaries 
are not fixed by the charter, 25 per 
cent. during the months of April, May 
and June. The cut affects all members 
of the fire department except the chief. 
and all deputies and clerks in the sev- 
eral departments. It means a saving of 
$2000 a month on the city’s pay roll. 
Not a voice was raised in protest 
against the ordinance. 

“City Attorney Dow has decided that 
the Mayor’s plan to withhold the sal- 
aries of charter employés until after 
July 1 is legal, and he and Superinten- 
dent of Streets Miller have decided to 
join in the plan. This means a saving 
of $27,000, and with reduced expendi- 
tures for street cleaning and sprink- 
ling enough money will be saved to 
tide over until the beginning of the 
new fiscal year.” 


MORE LIGHT CERTAIN. 


What the New Lighting Specifica- 
tions Will Provide Fur. 

If the city advertises for bids on all 
of the specifications for street lighting 
which will be presented to the Council 
bv the Gas and Light Committee, and 
if the competition for the contract 
for street lighting continues until after 
the bids ere in, it is certain that Los 
Angeles will be better lighted under 
the new contract than ever before in 
fits history. It is the avowed policy of 
the Council to spend about the same 
amount for lighting as it is now 
spending. and if there is a reduction 
in the pwrice of lights to devote the 
difference to new lights, rather than 
attempt ta make a saving of money 
from such a reduction. Last year, ow- 
ing to competition, and to the pros. 


pect that the city 
own distributing plant, the price 0: 
lights was reduced more than half, 
when it is taken into consideration 
that the new contract called for an 
all-night every night schedule at 
orices far below what was paid last 
year for .lights under the moonlight 
schedule 


The proposition that the city put in 
service its own distributing system was 
not a threat. but was made in good 
faith. It is the possibility of this 
that will prevent a combination of the 
seVeral companies against the city, for 
if such a combination were made the 


piant. and thereby remove the bes: 
customer of the companies. With this 
object in view and to prevent the pos- 
sibilitv of a combination, the same 
proposition will be incorporated = in 
this year’s specifications, These speci- 
fications will be in at least three aind 
possibly more general classes. First 
bids will be asked for lighting the 
city every night inthe year on a 
Straight price of so much per light 
per month; second, for the construc- 
tion of. a ‘distributing plant to be 
owned by the city, power to be fur- 
nished by competing companies; third, 
for the maintenance and care of such 
a system. and for furnishing the cur- 
rent necessary to operate it. There 
mav be other clauses in the specifica- 
tions or combinations of those men- 
tioned. but. these will be the general 
propositions that, so far as is known 
at present, will be submitted to th 
companies. Provision will also be 
made so that bids may be received on 
a system which. will not include the 
tall masts now in use, and which 
have been discarded by almost every 
large citv: also for_bids which will in- 
clude these masts. If the bids for 
service without the masts are lower 
than those which provide for them. 
they mav be abandoned. ' 

It is the present intention of the 
committee to incorporate several new 
features in this year’s specifications. 
Among them, and possibly the one 
which will give the greatest satisfac 
tion. will be one for the lighting of 
the street lamps soon after sunset 
and for their extinguishing just before 
sunrise. By an arrangement with the 
present contracting company — the 
lights are now lighted half an hour 
after sunset. and extinguished an hour 
and a half before sunrise. Another 
provision will include the making 
reports of lights out. by the members 
of the night squad of the police de. 
partment and the deduction from the 
monthly bills of the company of an 
amount proportionate with such loss 
of service. Thiz plan fs successfully 
worked in the East and results in bet 
ter service and a considerable saving 

The competition this year will be the 
most brisk that has ever occurred her: 
on such @ contract. and as a result 
of this competition, it is expected that 
the prices will be greatly reduced, de- 
pending upon the number of_ now 
tights. It is unfortunate that the citv 
cannot ask for a.certain number of 
lights before the bids are in, but unti 
prices are known it will be impossible 
to accurately determine whether any 
new lights will be ordered or not, or 
if anv of them are ordered, how rtan: 
the citv can pay for at about the 
came total cost as it is paying 
lights at present. In order to. take 
advantage of any unusually low bic 
provision may be made that a certain 
number of new lights may be ordered 
at the same _ rates as are paid for 
others. One of the Councilmen said 
yesterday that {ft was expected tha?

A SALOON SQUABBLE. 


Differences Over the Proceeds of 
the Theater Buffet. 


Max Coldschmidt has brought guilt 
against Joseph Maier and Maier & 
Zobelein to recover $1400, and the facts 
in the case are about as follows: In 
May of last year A. G. 
S. A. McInnis kept a saloon at No. 
225 South Spring street, known as the 
“Theater Buffet,” and at that time the 
proprietors were indebted to Cold- 
schmidt Bros. in the amount of $1234.42 
and to Maier & Zobelein to the extent 
of $1250. It is stated that thereupon 
the parties to this suit agreed with 
the proprietors of the saloon property 
that the business should be transferred 
to the parties naw in court upon cer- 
tain conditions. The Coldschmidts and 
the brewery firm were to sell the busi- 
ness, and, after paying all debts should 
hand over the balance remaining to the 
McInnis Bros. If the amount realized 
was insufficient to pay what was owing 
them the proceeds were to he divided 
between the two firms for whose benefit 
the transfer was to be made. 

It is now allaged by the plaintiff that 
the defendants, after obtainine the 
business, have refused to recognize the 
rights’ of the plaintiff, have taken ex- 
clusive possession and converted the 
business valued at $3000 to their own 
use, to the damage of the plaintiff in 
the sum of $1400. For this latter sum 
suit has now been brought to recover. 


CURIOUS CASE OF ASSAULT. 
Manvel Errica Used a Wagon and 
Team as Weapons. : 

Manue! Errica was brought up in the 
Township Court yesterday for examina- 
tion on the charge of assaulting J. B, 
Woodhead at the spouting oil well at 
Santa Springs. The case is a rather 
curious one, by reason of the assault 
being apparently without provocation, 
the accidental presence of several at- 
torneys, who have appeared out of 
their ordinary role as witnesses in the 
case, and the exceptional nature of the 
defense. 

The complaining witness, Woodhead, 
is well known in this city, having been 
in the fruit business on quite a large 
scale before he went to dairying rear 
Norwalk. Upon the day he was as- 
saulted by Errica he was walking to- 
ward the oil well in company with At- 
torney C. C. Wright, when the defend- 
ant came along driving a wagon and 
team of horses. The defendant lashed 
his horses and headed them for the two 
men, and Mr. Wright testified that he 
managed to dodge aside and escape con- 
tact with the half-wild animals, But 
not so Mr. Woodhead, for he stated 
that he didn’t detect what Errica was 
aiming at until too late, and then he 
grasped the tongue of the wagon in 
order to escape being trampled by the 
horses, and was dragged a short dis- 
tance. Woodhead suffered a slight cut 
over the eye, however,'and got a bad 
shaking up. 

It appeared that Errica had rented a 
quantity of land from Marius Meyer, 
which he had sown out to barley. The 
people in the vicinity had made a prac- 
tice of climbing the fence and crossing 
Errica’s barley field as a short cut in 
preference to going a long way around 
by the road, and this angered the de- 
fendant. Attorney Reymert stated 
that he had talked with Errica that 
morning and he was afraid of him, for 
he talked and acted wildly. He

referring the charge against Errica. 

ut Mr. Appel contended that the 
cause was general, the ‘other 
means” of the statute ought to have 
been sat out in full. Apart form that 
contention, however, counsel alleged 
that the defendant had been an inmate 
of Highland, and has never been dis- 
charged, he being merely out on parole. 
To substantiate this claim, which would 
cause the felony charge to fall to the 
ground,Mr. Appel asked for a continu- 
ance in order that he might have time 
to get the necessary papers. The case 
was thereupon continued until next 
Tuesday to be reset.

A CHINESE IRISHMAN. 


Nateralised at Tucson, 
Ariz., Receatly. 

[Tucson Star:] A most novel and in- 
teresting application was made before 
the District Court yesterday ‘afternoon, 
and so far as can be ascertained, it is 
the first of its kind ever made in the 
United States. Attorney Charles Blen- 
man peared for Thomas Quinn and 
applied to the court that he become a 
naturalized citizen of the United States. 
Quinn's father was a Chinaman, Ah 
Quina by name, and his mother was 
an Irishwoman named Mary Refferty. 
He was born ander the British flag and 
produced his certificate of birth, which 
showed on its face that his father and 
mother were not married and that 
consequently he was an illegitimate 
child. Mr. Blenham admitted that the 
Chinese exclusion act and the naturali- 
zation acts strictly prohibited citizen- 
ship to a Chinaman not born in this 
country or to any person of nese 
descent. But in a long and interesting 
argument Mr. Blenham concluded that 
under the common law and also under 
the laws of the United States, as ap- 
plicant was nobody's son, and there- 
fore had no father in the eyes of the 
law, but that he arust take his origin 
and nationality solely from his mother. 
Many authorities were cited in support 
of Wiis contention, and the court consid- 
ered them so conclusive that it was or- 
dered that Quinn was entitled to be 
raturalized.

States District Attorney for New 
York, Retraces His Steps. 


RESULT OF CLOSE STUDY OF PROB- 
LEMS OF THE PRESENT.

‘Wonderful Changes Wrought by the 
Fifty Years Here and in Old 
Mexico—Observations in 
the Isle of Cuba. 


There is at the Van Nuys Hotel a 
quiet, elderly gentleman who is on a 
mission to this State which is far out 
of the ordinary. This is Hon. Mark D. 
Wilber, former United States District 
Attorney for New York City, who 
ranks among the ablest attorneys of 
the country, and who has greater ac- 
quaintance with the United States in 
all its broad extent than almost any 
man whom one would meet in a 
The peculiar feature 
of the visit of Mr. Wilber is the fact 
that it is in celebration of the fiftteth 
anniversary of his first and only pre- 
vious visit to the State, and he de- 
clares that it is his intention to come 
regularly every fifty years 50 long as 
he lives. 

Mr. Wilber left New York some 
months since on a tour of the conti-. 
nent and Cuba, going to the island 
first, where he made a most thorough 
investigation of existing conditions. 
He then visited the City of Mexico, 
where he had also been about fifty 
years before, and came ta this city by 
way of San Diego. From here he will 
go to Yosemite, and thence proceed to 
the towns along the American River 
near Sacramento, where he was en- 
gaged in mining and farming from 1850 
to 1853, where he made the first thrash- 
ing machine constructed in the State, 
and where he conducted the first ex- 
periments in the State in growing 


wheat. 

With such a series of subjects as 
this experience brings up, in the mind 
of a man of wide research, of scientific 
and yet practical bent of intellect, it 
might be expected that conversation 
with him would be interesting, and but 
a faint idea can be given of the wealth 
of information which came from him in 
an interview of over two hours with 
him. 
Mr. Wilber gave a number of inci- 
dents of early days when he was in- 
terested in mining in California. He 
had been of a roving disposition, and 
his father thought to cure him when he 


was but little more than a boy by buy-| 


ing him a ticket to California, around 
the Horn, and his life here was rich in 
incidents. One spot in particular he 
remembered, because he never passed 
it without a striking experience. This 
was the road:.from Auburn to Nevada 
City. Once his party came upon a 
grizzly which had just attacked and 
severely injured a colored boy, Near 
the same spot, later on, when he was 
alone and unarmed; he came to a 
group of Indians, who were then for the 
frat and only time in an ugly mood, 
and who had murdered a number of 
white men in a cowardly manner. The 
chief of the party was ugly, but Mr. 
Wilber, a robust youth then, made up 
his mind that he must put on a bold 
front, and when he came up the In- 
dians refused©“to respond to the cus- 
tomary salutation, “How do?” . Young 
Wilber walked boldly up to- him, 
grabbed his hand and gave it a vig- 
orous shake, and said, “‘Don’t you dare 
not say ‘How do?’ to me.” He then 
went around the group of a dozen In- 
dians, spoke to each one, taking their 
bows and arrows from them one at a 
time, and complimenting them on their 
condition, and then, after inquiring the 
way to Nevada City, calmly and de- 
liberately walked off. When a half- 
mile away, he turned for the first time 
and saw them gesticulating as though 
divided as to whether to follow him. 
His audacity alone saved him, for sev- 
‘eral other cowardly murders of white 
- men followed. 

Mr. Wilber said that nothing that he 
had g@geen in California had so amazed 
him as the schools and other educa- 
tional institutions of the State. While 
staying in San Diego he had occasion 
to visit a mine some distance back from 
the city, and there he saw a fine 
library, rich in the latest works on sci- 
ence and history, and he recalled the 
fact that when the territory of Min- 
nesota was recognized by Congress, 
members of that body were willing to 
grant anything asked for, because they 
said there would never be anything but 
hunting west of the Mississippi, and 
while they granted lands for educa- 
tional purposes, they laughed at the 
‘idea of such a provision for a woman- 
less country. - 

“T have never seen anything like the 
school facilities of California,’ said 
Mr. Wilber. ‘‘Wherever I go here I see 
beautiful school buildings all through 
the country districts, and even New 
England has nothing to compare with 
them. And then I understand that in 
the Public Library in this city there is 
a circulation of from 35,000 to 40,000 vol- 
umes per month. There is no city in 
the East of the same size that can 
come anywhere near equaling that rec- 
ord... Wherever I go I see greater evi- 
dences of education and intelligence 
than is to be met within the East, as 
though in building up the State you 
had drawn the very best men and wo- 
men from the East. And then I hear 
of the work of your two universities, 
- rivaling the best to be found anywhere 
in the world, and I scarcely can be- 
lieve that this is the same country I 
visited fifty years ago, when there were 
scarcely any women and children, and 
almost no signs of civilization.” 

FACTS REGARDING CUBA. 

Questioned in regard to his expe- 
rience in Cuba, where he was on inti- 
mate terms with a number of the 
leading American officials, and  con- 
ducted a most careful inquiry for his 
own satisfaction, he said: “Cuba is 
capable of sustaining a population 
eaual to that of England. The island 
will produce fram three to four crops 
of vegetables per year, three crops of 
corn, citrus products of all °varieties, 
and can go on producing during the 
whole twelve months of the year. There 
‘is no winter there, when cattle must 
be fed as in the Bast. There is no 
expense for coal to keep warm. There 
is mo great expense for houses, ex- 
cept to keep out the rain. The people 
don’t require the meat supply neces- 
sary in a cold climate. My estimate 
is that. the island can support in com- 
fort 40,000.000 people. It is as well 
adapted for the home of our race as 
is Florida. The spine of the island is 
_@ range of mountains which tends to 
temper the climate, and which fur- 
nishes water of the best quality for all 
the irrigation which may be desirable, 
and- for all domestic purposes. To- 

day Cuba is @ semi-desert. I went for 
sixtv miles through a sugar district, 
and saw but one sugar plant under 
operation. Cane was all grown up to 
weeds. and small patches over a wide 
area were cut and taken to that one 
mill. The owners of this mill had sub-

ing between Cubans and Spaniards, be- 
sides maintaining a guard for the pro- 
tection of the property. Weyler had or- 
dered the destruction of all the palms, 
orange groves and whatever else might 
contribute te the support of the peo- 
ple, and under his orders all the houses 
had been burned and the people driven 
into the reconcentrado camps. 4 

“I stood on a point near Mt. Sur- 
rat. near Matanzas, where I could have 
a-wide sweep of the eye over twenty 
or thirty miles of the UWmuri Valley, 
one of the richest valleys on the 
island, and I could see but two huts, 
Which had just been completed. In 
this valley 400 homes had been burned 
by Weyler, and every soul had been 
driven into the reconcentrado camps. 

‘Before the famous cruelties of 
Weyler,: Matanzas had a population of 
65,000 people. Today it hes a pu- 
lation of about 35,000 including the 
enormous reconcentrado camp. Not al] 
of the difference in population is rep- 
resented by those who starved, but. it 
is estimated that fully 30,000 people 
perished there in that way. The dead 
carts used to go around every morn- 
ing picking up the dead wherever the 
People might have crawled to die. 
The United States:is feeding the peo- 
dle in these camps now, though the 
women and children are beginning to 
eke out a living in the manufacture of 
palm-leaf hats. But they must be 
fed until they can return to the places 
where their homes stood, and have 
assistance in replacing the implements 
for the cultivation of the soil which 
were destroyed, as well as seed. Cuba. 
looks quite deserted, but with the aid 
of this country, in ten of fifteen 
years. the island will be as far  ad- 
vanced as it was before the rebellion 

What is ta. the t 
rule?” was asked. 
I have talked with enough students 


of Cuba in the last twenty-five years 
to fill every Official position the 
island.”” Mr. Wilber answered, “and 


I have always believed that the Cub 
are able to govern themselves. But 
theexperiences of thistrip have changed 
my views somewhat. There are many 
educated Cubans, but all the lower 
class are inoculated with the regular 
Spanish rebellious trait, and we must 
keep control of the island until the 
people are able to walk alone. Ameri- 
can capital and enterprise must be 
the guiding spirit in the island,:and in 
my judgment. it will continue hence- 
forth the dominant influence in Cuba 
Labaey end will be either annexation or 
ontrol by American colonists, as an 
“I found Havana and the oth 
and towns of the island filled yore 
Americans looking: for opportunities 
for investment, and-Americans are or- 
dering such goods as the implements 
ne ry to resume the cultivation of 
the soil and for developing the mines 
and cutting the rich forests. From 
these points I take it that the future of 
the island is pretty well assured. 
Cubans of the better class are com- 
ing to judge better of Americans, and 
to take a brighter view of the future, I 
some oh men in the 
Oo Were guilt f 
seemed to care for nothing Bit to win 
battles and glory.--They showed abso- 
lutely no disposition to win the good- 
will of the Cubans, and diplomacy was 
ignored from the first by them. In my 
opinion it should have been the policy 
of this country to conquer the Span- 
jlards and win the confidence of the 
Cubans, but the leading generals of the 
Cuban army, especially Gomez, were 
ignored, where some recognition of 
them would have strengthened oui 
cause. Such a false policy aroused 2 
feeling of antagonism between the 
Americans and Cubans, and has been 
responsible for all the feeling that has 
grown up. hoe 

“The President finaly interfered per- 
sonally to produce a change in the cons 
ditions and under the skillful and diplo- 
matic policy of Gov. Brooks the feeling 
is rapidly being dissipated. I was in 
Havana on “Gomez day,” when that 
general entered the city, and was es- 
corted to the palace where Weyler had 
held forth in all his cruelty, and at 
once the people who had een against 
the Americans began to praise them for 
having placed their brave leader in the 
very seat of former tyranny. lt was a 
little stroke of that diplomacy which 
should from the first have been: a fea- 
ture of American control on _ the 
‘islands.” 

Mr. Wilber described the prison at Ha- 
vana, which he said was one the best 
managed public institutions he ever 
inspected. With a thousand inmates, 
there were but seven in the hospital. 
and none in the contagious disease 
ward. Every inmate of the prison is 
paid fof\labor he performs, 75 per cent. 
of his earnings being reserved for him 
when he goes out, and the remainder 
being paid to him for any use he wishes 
to make of it while in prison. There 1s 
a fine library, and educational facilities 
for everybody, embracing instruction 
rom the rudiments up to classical lan- 

ages, music and science. La 

MEXICO THEN AND NOW. 

Mr. Wilber then spoke of Mexico. He 
said that when he visited that country 
fifty years ago there was a feeling of 
bitter antagonism toward this country. 
But now he finds that that feeling has 
been greatly dissipated. 

“I was talking with a gentleman in 
Washington, one day,’’ said he, ‘‘and 
he told me that he had asked a great 
many men what caused the war be- 
tween the North and the South, and he 
never got the same answer twice. At 
last he asked Wade Hampton, and the 
latter said: ‘That is simple enough; 
it was because all the railroads ran 
east and west, instead of north and 
Now in Mexico, all the leading 
railroads run north and south, and 
they are connected with the great rail- 
road systems of this country, leading 
to that intermixture of blood and com- 
merce which, had it existed between 
the North and South, would have pre- 
vented the civil war. | 

“Diaz is one of the greatest living 
men, not only as a soldier and a jurist, 
but as a chief magistrate he stands in 
the very front rank. American news- 
papers and American colonization are- 
following the lines of the railroads, and 
that is an assurance that when Diaz 
ends his career as President, which will 
be when he dies, the forces of commerce 
and industry will be strong enough ‘to 
compel a continuance of the policy he 
has carried out, and before the Nica- 
ragua ship. canal is completed, the rail- 
roads wil have extended to its site, and 
will have carried the modern-‘institu- 
tions with them over the whole length 
of Mexico. 

“Some people call Diaz an autocrat, 
but how could a man govern a people, 
five-sixths of whom are of 
blood, born into the midnight of super- 
stition, without following autocratic 
methods? 

“T was surprised to find on the store 
buildings in the City of Mexico so many 
familiar signs, many of the leading 
American firms having branches in that 
city, which, in many respects is well 
up to date. 

“I have come to realize more fully 
on this tour that I have lived through 
the greatest fifty years in the world’s 
history. When I was here fifty years 
ago, Hawaii, New Zealand and a part 
of Australia were occupied by canni-. 
bals. Now the cities of those lands are 
modernized and the people are ad- 
vanced in civilization. | 

“T look at American influence in this 
way: It is not only going through the 
Golden Gate, to act on Japan and 
China and the Philippines, but it is go- 
ing the other way as well. American en- 
terprise in the future is to be.a world 
influences, and the Philippines. Cuba, 
Porto Rico and Hawaii are but the gate- 
ways for the advance of our civilizing 
influence. We are to be the leaders of 
the Anglo-Saxon race and tongue, and 
dominate throughout the world, and 
now that I am back on this coast and 
see your schools. your libraries 


and

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SOME GROUNDS OF OPPOSITION TO THE 
SIGNATURE LAW. 

Very few, comparatively, of the 
newspapers of the State are obeying 
the so-called “signature law,” and 
fewer still uphold it. Once ina while 
a publicatjpn is found which ventures 
upon an attempt to defend the law, 
and the result Is a very weak defense 
indeed. This is natyral, as the would- 
be defenders of the law have the 
heavy end of the load, and have pmc- 
tically no ground upon which to build 
a defense of this ridiculous law. One 
of these would-be defenders, a local 
publication known as the Western 
Graphic, has this to say: 

“Those newspapers that denounce 
the stgnature law and declare they 
will not obey it or hope to prejudice 
people in its disfavor by its derision 
deaht to hear what is said of it out- 
side of said newspaper offices; for, 
really, the writer has heard not a 
single voice raised against it outside 
of a few owners and editors-in-chief 
of newspapers. It has’ gradually 
dawned long ago upon many minds 
that the time was not far distant 
when yellow journalism, brutal jour- 
nalism and blackguard journalism had 
passed the limit, and that something 
drastic should be done in the premises. 
It would seem to us that the law was 
altegether too severe; yet, neverthe- 
less, we art not so sure that the 
courts will not uphold it. It does 
destroy impersonal journalism, which, 
carried out respectfully, has been the 
cornerstone of the structure; but if 
the drastic remedy shall forever 
squelch the present system of inhu- 
man hounding and blackguarding and 
- blackmailing and cartooning of strictly 
good people—who generally happen 
to have no newspaper to reply .to 
brutal attacks upon their character 
or personality—it will result in im- 
proving the newspaper code and at- 
tain that permanent journalistic fair- 
ness that neither court nor whip nor 
fist nor gun has succeeded in bring- 
ing about.” ; 

Tre Trwes has no word of defense 
or apology for “yellow journalism, 
brutal journalism and  blackguard 
journalism,” and would offer no par- 
ticular objection to the doing of 
“something drastic’’ to put additional 
checks upon those varieties of jour- 
nalism, if such a thing were legiti- 
mately possible. But the Morehouse 
law does nothing of the kind. It 
places no additional safeguards be- 
tween the public and libelous publi- 
cations. It does not increase the re- 
sponsibility of publishers, for they 
are held to strict accountability. for 
what they publish, under the existing 
law. The writer of a libelous article, 
‘ under the law as it existed before 
the Morehouse bill was passed, was 
held jointly responsible with the pub- 
lisher for the libplous. publication. 
It is never very difficult, in case of 
prosecution, to ascertain the name of 
the writer of an article complained of. 

The only effect of the Morehouse 
law, if it were generally obeyed, 
would be to fix the identity of the 
writer in a suit for libel. The. pub- 
lisher will still be held responsible, 
as before, and the writer will be held 
responsible to the same extent that 
he was before, and no more. The 
worst feature of the law is that it 
permits any person outside of those 
directly interested’ to bring suit 
against the publisher, and awards 
him one-half of the sum recovered 
ffom the publisher by such action. 
This provision of the act, in conjunc- 
tion with that requiring articles to 
be signed, is designed to restrain the 
liberty of the press, and is therefore 
clearly unconstitutional. 

There is no need whatever for this 
law, for the statutes as they existed 
before the act was passed afforded am- 
ple protection against libel, and 
clearly fixed and defined the respon- 
sibility for the publication of libelous 
matter. The same observation, with 
gomeé modifications, applies to the 
“anti-cartoon” act. It may be that 
gomhe amendment of the law was 
 péeded to define and limit the publi- 
eation of libelous matter in the form 
of cartoons. No reputable publisher 
Would object to any reasonable amend- 
Ment of the law in this direction, if 
amendment needed. But the 
sweeping provisions of the anti-car- 
toon act are an unwarranted infringe- 
ment of the constitutional rights of 
the press, and as such are plainly in- 
Valid. 

If these absurd laws should be up- 
held by the Supreme Court, the next 
step of legislative newspaper-haters 
would probably be even more sub- 
tersive of individual and constitu- 
fional rights. For example, a law 
would probably be enacted providing 
that the name of no man should be 
Mentioned in a newspaper without 
- Bie permission. Such a law, if it 


possible, for reasons which are ob- 
vious. 

Resistance to these unjust and un- 
constitutional laws is in the interest 
of popular freedom. It is in no 
spirit of anarchy that Trirsere- 
fuses to obey these ridiculous enact- 
ments, which were engineered through 
ye Legislature by men who had con- 
ceived a hatred for the newspapers 
because their public acts had. been 
severely criticised by the press, in 
the exercise of ‘its duty to the public. 
THe TIMEs is acting from the dictates 
of mature and deliberate judgment 
in declining to obéy these laws. Its 
primary object in taking this course 
is to force a test of their validity. 
It invites prosecution. under either or 
both of them. It will refuse to con- 
sider them the law of the land unless 
they shall be declared valid by the 
highest judicial tribunal before which 
they can be brought for a test. If 
they should, by any chance, be de- 
clared constitutional, they must, of 
course, be obeyed until they shall have 
been repealed, which would certainly 
not be far in the future, should they 
be sustained by the courts, which 
contingency is altogether improba- 
ble. 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION. : 

The Mayor disapproves of that see- 
tion of the much-discussed and fre- 
quently-changed _liquor ordinance 
which permits drug stores to turn 
themselves into full-blown _— liquor 
establishments for the nominal license 
of $2.50 per month. Mr. Eaton sug- 
gested, as a modification of the ordi- 
nance, that drug stores shall not be 
permitted to display liquors in their 
windows, or to advertise them, either 
by circular, price list or tn any other 
way. The Council approved of the 
first suggestion, but disapproved the 


second, 


This is all right, as far as it goes; 
but it does not go nearly far enough. 
As Times has frequently said, 
it is manifestly unreasonable and 
unjust to permit drug stores to do a 
big trade in the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages, not only on week days, but 
on Sundays, when the regular saloons, 
which contribute $50 a month toward. 
the expenses of a city government, 
are not allowed to sell drinks. If 
druggists want to compete for the 
custom of an ever-thirsty public, they 
ought at least to be made to pay the 
same license as the saloons. 

Another feature of the local liquor 
legislation is open to severe criticism. 
already referred to the 
case of a prominent restaurant on 


‘Spring street, much frequented by 
‘women and children, whose proprietor 


recently applied for and _ received 
from the Police Commissioners a 
saloon license, although he was un- 
able to obtain the consent of prop- 
erty-owners representing the neces- 
sary amount of frontage on the block, 
even after tte had been obligingly 
helped out by one of the officials who 
is charged with protecting the public 


added to its menu a long list of spir- 
ituous liquors, with the significant in- 
timation that they will be served 
either in glasses “or in small ¢ups.” 
We may now expect to see many girls 
and yOung people initiated into the 
pleasures of the insidious cocitail 
and other appetizing alcoholic bever- 
ages, the appetite for which, when 
once acquired, is very difficult to get 
rid of. Much has been said by the 
head of the present reform Board 
of Police Commissioners in regard to 
the dangers that lurk in back rooms 
of saloons, and what has thus been 
said is undowbtedly true, but there 
is far more danger in the sale gf spirits 
in restaurants frequented by the gen- 
eral public, because people who visit 
the private rooms attached to saloons 
usually know what théy are doing, 
and run into temptation more or less 
deliberately. |

Main 
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PROGRESS IN IRELAND. 

The measure of liberty that has 
been accorded to the Irish people in 
the past quartet of a century indicates 
the changes that have taken place 
in the temper of the British govern- 
ment toward its Irish subjects. Every 
concession has been eagerly utilized, 
and prosperity and the ownership of 
property are fast converting the Trish 
peasant into @& law-abiding citizen, 
who exercises toward the dominant 
government the méasure of tolerance 
it grants to him, 

The past year has witnessed a moral 
awakening among civilized nations. 
The preponderance of the humamita- 
rian sentiment as a factor in national 
pelicy has profoundly affected thé 
British conscience. Realizing, as En- 
gland has long done, that her treat- 
ment of Ireland is a blot upon the 
fair page of her history, shé has 


| nevertheless been slow to right the 


wrong, and obstinate 
to a proven error, 

Since 1885 a marvelous evolution has 
been taking place in Ireland. In that 
year the Irish were placed upon the 
same footing, with respect to voting 
for their representatives in Parlia-- 
ment, as were the other subjects of 
the United Kingdom. Previous to 
that time the conditions under which 
suffrage was exerciséd were a gross 
discrimination in favor of the land- 
lords, and nullified completely Pitt’s 
promises to the Ifish people when the 
union was contemplated, that “Irish- 
meh should have all the privileges of 
other British subjects 

The land purchase act permitted ten- 
ants, so long debarred from owner- 
ship in the soil, to become landed 
proprietors, and the recent establish- 
ment of county councils has trans- 
ferred the powers held by the grand 
juries and other boards formerly con- 
trolled in the interests of the land- 
lords to the hands of the Irish peas- 
antry. The first election under the 
“County Council act,” which has re- 
cently been held, gave twenty-eight 
of the thirty-two counties a majority 
for nationalism, and placed within 
the hands of the home-rule con- 
tingent not only the power to levy, 
collect and appropriate taxes for local 
purposes, but also such a substantial 
majority in Parliament that it in- 
sures safety from any reactionary 
legislation. 

This experiment in home rule was 
80 quietly inaugurated the other day 


in clinging 


‘| that the busy world, absorbed in the 


eastern question, and the considera- 
tion of social and economic problems 
nearer home, evidently failed to com- 
prehend that the hopes of Emmett, 


Parnell and Gladstone were about to} 


be realized, and that at last England 

as, of her own free will, accorded 
that justice to Ireland which could 
not be forcibly wrested from her. 

Following close upon the elections 
came a call for a convention of Na- 
tionalists to confer as to the legis- 
lation most needed “to advance the 
interests of the Irish people. This 
assembly is to consist of representa- 
tives from every district in the coun- 
try, and will be virtually a Parlia- 
ment without the law-making power. 
Reform in local government will also 
be considered, and the local improve- 
ments advisable for the good of the 
country in general. 

There was little pretext, until 
within the last quarter of a century, 
that Ireland was governed for the 
benefit of the Irish people, or that 
they had any rights that the landlords 
were bound to respect. When the 
labors of her great patriots and states- 
men had brought about a qualified 
recognition of Ireland’s rights, the 
next step was to secure local self- 
government. This work has finally 
been accomplished by the Conservative 
party, that in many respects seems 
to have changed places, of late, with 
the Liberals, for the Conservatives 
brought about the passage of the 
County Council act, which gives Ire- 
land an opportunity to school herself 
for self-government, and learn in these 
small Parliaments how to conduct na- 
tional affairs. ;

We cannot excuse the crtel- 
ties of Ireland’s internecine wars, but 
we can plead the desperation of a peo- 
ple bereft of hope. Under the favor- 
ing influencés of American liberty, the 
Irish stock has borne noble flower in 


our free soil. Ireland has furnished 


to our army and navy some of the 
stern mettle out of which were forged 
our victories. It has given us states- 
men, poets, orators and preachers, and 


| the Irish blood has modified the heavy 


and stolid qualities of our Teutonic 
inheritance, deepened the vivacity that 
comes to us from the Latin, and im- 
parted fire to those elements we call 
the Anglo-Saxon.

» This badly-scared editor bases his 
dire prognostications, chiéfly, upon 
two propositions, viz.: (1.) The Re- 
pwhlicdn party favored bimetallism in 
1896, provided it could be brought 
about by international coédperation, 
but now favors the single gold stand- 
ard. (2.) “There is abroad in the 


perialism—not simply imperialism 
with respect to the Philippines and 
other conquered possessions, but for 
the United States as well.” Coming 
right down to the pith of the matter, 
this horror-stricken editor expresses a 
burning desire to. ‘“‘go on record with 
a prediction,” and proceeds to do the 
same, as follows: 

“The prediction which we wish to 
record is this: If the Republican 
party, as the acknowledged represen- 
tative of the privileged and wealthy 
classes—the covert champion of trusts 
and combinations—the exponent of 
imperialism in our foreign policy— 
should be successful in the next 
Presidential election, we may as well 
prepare for the succeeding step, the 
open advocacy of a constitutional 
monarchy for this country.

California—in which the opinion is 
expressed, in substance, that there are 
some weak poifits in our system of 
representative government. 
hope that the aguish fears of our 
brother editor and fellow-man of the 
Herald may be somewhat allayed, 
THE TIMES will briefly cite a few facts 
for his consideration. 

(1.) The Republican party is now 
virtually unanimous in favor of the 
single gold standard, for the reason 
that it has been practically demon- 
strated that it is the safest, best, and 
wisest standard, and that a double 
standard, under existing conditions, 
by international agreement or other- 
wise, is impossible. Most of the sil- 
ver-standard countries are adopting 
the gold standard, and even Mexico 
is seriously contemplating that step.

party is the representative and ex- 
ponent of the vital principles of 
American progress, freedom, and 
“strenuous life,” as opposed to re- 
actionism and degeneracy. 

(3.) The Republican party is not, 
never has been, and never will be 
“the covert champion of trusts and 
combinations.” On the contrary, a 
Republican Congress enacted the only 
national anti-trust law ever passed. 
And, as a matter of fact, the question 
of trusts and combinations is in no 
sense a political issue, and cannot be 


made such. : 

(4.) The Republican party {fs fot 
“the exponent of imperialism” in our 
policy, foreign or domiestic, for the 
very good reason that no such thing 
as an imperialistic policy exists. 

As the fears at which our brother 
editor stands aghast are founded 
principally upon the false premises 
above noted, he should calm his per- 
turbed spirit and take a more opti- 
mistic view of things. ;

‘TELEPHONES FOR FARMERS. 

An innovation is being introduced 
in some rural sections of the East 
which might well be tried in South- 
ern California. The main drawback 


to farm life, with many persons, is 


its loneliness. This obstacle: is, how- 
ever, to a great extent, removed by 
the introduction of the telephone. 
In some parts of Ohio, farmers have 
clubbed together and organized a 
small stock company to put in tele- 
phones, which have given general 
satisfaction. It is said that the cost 
of a mile of this system was only a 
little more than $50, the stockhold- 
ers doing a large part of the labor. 
There is no section of the United 
States where country telephones 
could be more successfully introduced 
than in Southern California, where 
the farms are mostly of smail size 
and close together, so that a number 
of subscribers could be obtained on 
every section of land, this making the 
cost to each subscriber much less than 
it is where the farms are farther 


part. 

With telephones connecting the 
farms, and good roads between them, 
the country resident in Southern Cali- 
fornia would enjoy most of the ad- 
vantages of city life without its draw- 
backs.

BROOKS WAS ABSENT. 


SENT HIS JUNIOR PARTNER TO 
REPRESENT APPELMAN. 


Prisoner Wanted a Speedy Trial, 

_ but the Junior Partner Gave Him 

the Glassy Eye—Worried About 
the Money Turned Over. 


J. Marion Brooks did nog appear in 
Justice Austin’s court yesterday morn- 
ing to look after the interests of his 
client, Henri Appelman, Against whom 
the charge of grand larceny, for steal- 
ing the clothes belonging to his formér 
mistress, was reduced to petiy larceny. 
Appelman’s case was called for 10 
o'clock The prisoner was taken into 
court promptly on time by Bailiff Ap- 
pel, and Justice Austin looked over 
the rims of his glasses in quest of the 
prisoner’s attorney. Deputy District 
Attorney Chambers was ready, the 
court was ready and the prisoner was 
ready, but the prisoner’s attorney of 

ord was conspicuous by his absence. 
The prisoner with visions of his van- 
ished $550, and distressing forebodings 
of what the future might hold in store 
for him, cast yearning and apprehen- 
sive glances in the direction of the 
door leading to the courtrvom, but the 
flitting shadow of J. Marion feil not 
across the threshold, and, finaily, when 
the patience of the court seemed al- 
most exhausted, and the yprisener’s 
Symptoms evinced a near approach to 
St. Vitus dance, a young man avho 
had been sitting quietly within the 
railing arose and modestly intormed 
the court that he — represent the 
prisoner. 

The young man gave his name as 
Norman O. Byers, and his occupation 
as junior partner in the law firm of 
Brooks & Byers: He said that, the 
senior member of the firm was de- 
tained at the office by important busi- 
Ife aid 
not say whether Brooks was busy de- 
vising méans for possessing himself 
of the balance of $445, which the pris- 
oner is alleged to have on ‘deposit in 
the First National Bank, or whether he 
was preparing an affidavit )6show 
that the prisoner was in Milpitas when 
the crime of which he stands charged 
was committed, but a theory was ad- 
vanced by the knowing ones to the ef- 
fect that, after obtaining ovossession 
of Appelman’s $550, Brooks ascertained 
that the alleged balance of $445 in the 
bank was all a myth, and that the 
knowledge made him so tired that the 
seclusion of his private office became 
absolutely imperative. 

At all events the junior partner 
stated that the firm of Brooks & Byers 
was: not ready to proceed with the 
trial of the case. This caused the pris- 
oner to experience another copgestive 
chill. The transfer of his $550 into 
the capacious pockets of Brooks was 
hard enough to bear, but on Friday 
morning Brooks had assured him that 
he would be a free man véry soon; that 
he would clear him that very morning 
Subsequently when the charge of 
grand larceny against the prisoner was 
dismissed and a charge of petty lar- 
ceny substituted, his pulse beats 
were not so feverish, and in his mind’s 
eye he saw himself leaving the hated 
dungeon where he has spent the past 
week. Surely now the case would be 
brought to speedy trial and he would 
be acquitted. Had not his attorney, J. 
Marion Brooks, the only real and gen- 
uine discoverer of Congressman Bar- 
low, assured him that he would clear 
him, and was not J. Marion, in addi- 
tion to being his attorney, also attor- 
ney for Marie Verhoven, his former 
mistress, who was prosecuting him for 
stealing her clothes? What was to 
prevent Brooks from squaring the case 
with Marie, evén though the woman 
did spurn him Friday afternoon when 
he beseeched her to get him ou: of his 
trouble? He had great faith in Brooks’s 
hypnotic power. He had been up 
against it himsélf, and it cost him 
$550. And if Brooks could so deftly 
coax $550 out of his pocket, what could 
he not do with a diminutive Belgian wo- 
mah, even though she were a trifle 
resentful at having her clothes stolen 
for the benefit of another woman? 
.And so Henri’s hopes of a speedy 
trial and acquittal were shattered, and 
he became correspondingly depressed. 
He looked appealingly at the junior 
partner, but that frigid person gave 
him the glassy eye, and informed the 
court that the defense would want a 
jury trial, and would not be ready for 
at least a week. Justice Austin looked 
over his calendar and set the case for 
Thursday, May 11. at 9:30 o’clock a.m.

OIL FIELDS FIRE. 


Serious Conflagration Prevented by 
a Chemical Company.

BERNARD MOSES ON THE 


PROF. 
PRESENT CRISIS, 


In the Civilization of the Philippine 
Islands Our Country is Bat Oar- 
rying Out a Part of a Great 
Programme.

One of the most profound thinkers 
and most able educators in the &tate, 
Prof. Bernard Moses, delivered a lec- 
ture on Tueslay evening, April 25, at 
San Diego, from which The Times has 
beéh permitted to make the following 
extract, which is here printed because 
of its bearing upon a question that is 
now attracting the thought and con- 
sideration of the American people. In 
closing his graphic and masterly a4- 
dress, Prof. Moses said: 

“In the presence of a great national 
crisis, like that through which this nae! 


tion is now passing, faith and patriot- 
ism are the things most needful. No 
man and po living party of men made 
this war. It was set down long az» 
ia te programme of the movemen. uf 
civilization. It was invoked in the 
antagonism of social growth and social 
cagenerscy. If we had already 
into the quiescent decay that marts 
Spain, this antagonism might not have 
appeared, and the conflict might have 
been avoided. But the nation is young, | 
with the zeals, the ideals; the indiscre- 
tions of youth. Perhaps it need not 
have come in this generation, but 
would it have been better postponed? 
Here we are left to the imperfect guid- 
ance of our individual judgments in the 
unexplored realm of the future. No 
man knows the opportunities or the 
hindrances that are before us. Here 
we are thrown back upon our faith that, 
the important steps in the life of a 
nation are timed by the_ intelligence 
that directs the progress of the world. 
“Other acts that have been deter- 
minative of the greatness of this na- 
tion were ded by contemporaries 
with suspicion and alarm. At the time 
of the Louisiana purchase we wished 
the mouth of the Mississippi and con- 
sidered it a grievance that we must 
take ¢he vast region west of the Mis- 


sissi 

to the acquisition of 
Texas filled the country with tumult 
and evil forebodings; and there were 
manv who considered California as no 


responsibilities we were assuming. In 
all these important movements there 
were not a few who seemed to see in 
the expansion of territory the begin- 
ning of the end. Their fears were 
not realized, and in the course of time 
they faded away. Hitherto every step 
in our national life toward wider 
dominion has been a step onward and 
upward toward greater power and 
greater dignity. 
“If we have run blindly into our pres- 
ent position, it is not too much to be- 
lieve that the forces in o4F race that 
hase thus far made for progress will 
lead us still. though we may:not see 
the way. to a position of greater power 
and a sphere of beneficent in- 
fluence. 
“Whenever a nation rises by military 
achievements. extension of territory, or 
any other means, to greater political 
importance among the nations of the 
world. members of foreign nations in- 
stinctively ascribe to its learning, lit- 
erature and general culture a new and 
increased importance. And when a 
nation declines in power and loses its 
political prestige, there is inevitably 
a fniliag off in the world’s regard fo: 
the higher elements of its civilization. 
This fact finds its most recent illustra- 
tion in the change which came over

4CIENTIFIC RESEARCHES BY THE 
AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


History and Present Status in the 
United States—Bullietia of Ari- 
zona Station—How Trees Shoald 
Re Planted—Many Varicties. 


[RY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The 
Department of Agriculture has been 
making a scientific investigation of the 
date palm in the United States, and 
has published some observations upon 
that subject. It says: 

The date palm is a native of the arid 
regions of northern Africa and sGuth- 
western Asia. The history and present 
status of the date palm in the United 
States has been made a subject of 
study by the Arizona station. The fol- 
lowing s.iatements§ are taken “mainly 
from a Wulletin of that station. The 
palm followed the progress of Catholic 
missions from St. Augustine to Mexico, 
New Mexico, Arizona and California, 
“where it is now grown in the open 
ground as an ornament as far north as 
San Francisco. The tree will, however, 
produce fruit only over a much more 
limited area. :]t is not yet grown on 
a commercial scale anywhere within 
the United States, though occasional 
seedlings are found .in the desert re- 


~ gions of southern New Mexico, Arizona 


‘ture. The summer heat is 


and southeastern California, which pro- 
duce fruit of excellent quality. 

The greatest impulse was given to 
date growing in this.country by the im- 
portation by the division of pomology 
of this department of rooted suckers: 
supposed to have been taken from fe- 
male. trees known to produce fruit of 
excellent quality. These were dis- 
tributed and planted in Las Cruces, N. 
M.: Phoenix and Yuma, Ariz.; Indio, 
Pomona, Tulare and National City, Cal. 
Of ¢he trees thus planted it appears 
that thirty-nine are now ilving, of 
which fifteen have blossomed, seven of 
them being pistillate or fruit-bearing 

lants, It may be two or three years 

fore their true fruit qualities can be 
ascertained. 

The regions in which the date palm 
thrives are characterized by deficiency 
of rain and wide variation of tempera- 
intense, 
reaching 115 deg. or more, though in 
winter the thermometer may fall as 
low as 16 deg. below freezing. These 
climatic conditions are practically 
identical with those ¢hat obtain in the 
more southerly portions of the great 
‘Colorado Desert. So great is the simi- 
larity in fact that, so far as climate 
is concerned, we may reasonably expect 
the date palm to frui¢ satisfactorily in 
the arid regions of our Southwest. Al- 
though the date palm requires excep- 
tionally intense heat in summer, it will 
withstand in winter a temperature that 
would be fatal to the fig or orange. 

Probably the soil best adapted to. 
the date palm is one containing a small 

reentage of clay, fairly free from 

mus, and charged with alkali. Irri- 
gation and heat are the all-important 
conditions. Water ‘s indispensable. The 
roots should be moist at all times. ‘“‘The 
date must have its head in the fire and 
its roots in the water’ is an old 


,Arabian proverb. The water should be 
_ applied frequently throughout the year, 


the most in the spring before blooming 
and in the fall prior to ripening of the 
fruit. Care should be taken not to ir- 
rigate too much at the time of bloom- 
ing and just after, as this is liable to 
interfere with successful fruit setting. 
» water may advantageously be quite 
quite warm, from 7 ‘to 95 deg., and 
contain considerable alkail: In midsum- 
mer irrigation should be in the late 
afternoon or evening to avoid scalding. 
_ Palms may be planted along streams 
or flooded basins. All desert regions 
are characterized by occasional de- 
‘pressions where the water comes nearly 
or quite to the surface. During the 
“Yainy season these are filled with wa- 
ter and sometimes do not become en- 
tirely dry before another rainy season. 
The date palm thrives in such spots 
when once established, although its 
trunk may be partially submerged for 
some time. Where irrigation is prac- 
ticed, however, water should not be 
allowed to rise above the surface of 
the soil for any considerable length 
of time, and later.to be allowed to dry 
away, as baking of the soil under 
these conditions may result in serious 
injury to the tree. From a study of 
the soil and climatic conditions in 
Northern Africa, where the date palm 
flourishes, it scems probable that dates 
may be crown in the region adjacent 
to the Salton basin west of Yuma, 

The date may be propagated from 
seeds or suckers. The former method 
is not much used, except in originating 
new varieties, becaues, like many — 
fruits, the date does not come true to 

The fruit is generally later ‘and 
poore, and the excessive number of 
mstes that spring up cannot be dis- 
tinguished and destroyed until the tree 
blossoms, hence propagation by suck- 
ers is resorted to, although the date 
is difficult to transplant with uniform 
success. Frequently as many as 50 per 
cent. of the transplanted dates Adie | 
‘after they. have received the best of 
care, and if neglected hardly any will 
survive. The Arizona Station ives 
directions for transplanting as follows: 

(Suckers may be removed at any 
time during the spring or early sum- 
mer, or even in the winter if proper 
care be given them after removal. Tf 
they are to be planted in the open 
ground, it is advisable to remove them 
or early summer

bulbs a number of weeks prior to re.

filled by three pistils two of which 
soon become abortive. 

It is evident, then, that male and fe- 
male trees should be planted near each 
other. It is quite common to set one 
male plant in the center of an irregular 
circle of six or eight females. If the 
trees are planted in a row along a road- 
side the male trees should be planted 
to the windward. The wind may be de- 
pended upon as a rule to effect pollina- 
tion if the staminate is not more than 
six or seven rods from the pistillate 
flowers. At greater distance pollina- 
tion may be effected, though with 
doubtful certainty of completeness, by 
both wind and bees. 

The palm is peculiar in that the pol- 
Jen retains its fertility for a long. time. 
It may be transported to great dis- 
tances and artificially applied to the 
femalg blossom with success. Pollen 
shoul@ not be dusted on the flower too 
profusely as overpollination is said to 
weaken the developing dates and cause 
them to drop from the tree. When ar- 
tificial pollination is necessary the male 
blossom is cut from the treé as soon as 
the cracking of the spathe shows that ft 
is about to open. The panicle may then 
be cut into pieces, and a piece tied near 
the opening of each female panicle. 

The date palm, whether male or 
female. varies greatly as to time of 
blooming. It always blooms iate, 
however. thus escaping injury from 
late spring frosts. In Arizona the 
blossoming period begins about April 
15. and continues six weeks or more. 
In planting male trees suckers should 
be selected from those that blossom 
earliest and most profusely, and con- 
tinue in bloom from three to five 


Ss. 

The varieties of dates are almost 
innumeratle. They vary greatly in 
size. color. sweetness, delicacy of 
flavor, and length of time required to 
mature. The dates of commerce are 
usually YWerht-colored, these being of 
firmer texture, and are hence prefer- 
able for shipping purposes. 

The average yield of a tree is eight 
bunches, each weighing about 17% 
pounds, though they may weigh as 
much as 44 pounds. In Arizona seed- 
ne trees seven years of age “have 
produced upward of 200 poumds in a 
single season. Young trees blossom- 
ing the first or gecond time sbou 
not be allowed to bear more than 
four or five bunches. 

Amone the various enemies of the 
date. birds and bees do much injury 
bv feeding on the ripe fruit. Cheese- 
cloth sacks loosely inclosing the 
bunches on the tree afford the best 
protection. The expense should not 
exceed 10 cents per tree. Grasshop- 
pers do much damage by feeding on 
the foliage. The most serious pest 
that the date has in this country is 
a scale insect that was imported on 
palms several years ago. The insect 
is small. but conspicuous against the 
dark green leaves, both sides of which 
are infested. The Arizonn station has 
not vet discovered any means of 
eradicating the pest. Applications of 
whale oil soap washes and fumigation 
with hydrocyanic-acid gas have been 
Only partially successful.

The chief cere- 
monial was held at his birthplace, in 
Huntingdon, on Thursday, where ser- 
mons were preached and a great dem- 
anstration took place at Market Hall.

Plarality Election of Senators. 


[Minneapolis Times:] -There is con- 
siderable discussion in the eastern pa- 
pers just now of Senator Hoar’s prepo- 
sition for the election of Senators here- 
after by a plurality vote instead of a 
majority. It is urged that the  mvccoated 
rules in national, State and Congres- 
sional elections; that only three presi- 
dents in the last sixty years received 
an actual majority of the popular vote 
and that comparatively few of the 
Congressmen elected have a majority of 
the votes of their districts. 

The deadlocks in the Senatorial elec- 
tions, beginning last January and some 
of them still continuing, led to Senator 
Hoar’s suggestion, and to its favorable 
reception in some quarters. But the 
deadlock is not the greatest evil inci- 
dent to our present method of electing 
Senators. A deadlock, in itself, is no 
very terrible thing, for the country 
would be just as well off if some of 
the States were represented by only one 
Senator apiece for a session or two, 
and the average wayfaring man would 
never know the difference. The chief 
objection to the legislative election of 
Senators is that it.-makes the purchase 
of a seat in the Senate so easy that 
the ‘practice has. become a grave 
tional scandal. The plurality plan 
would make it all the easier to buy a 
toga and would place an added prem- 
ium on legislative dishonesty and cor- 
ruption. 

Senators are now elected under the 
act of Congress of 1866, which provides 
that balloting for Senators snall be- 
gin. on the second Tuesday after the 
organization of the Legislature and 
shall continue daily until some candi- 
date receives a majority of all the 
votes cast. To change the requirement 
to a plurality would necessitate merely 
an amendment to this act, The pres- 
ent agitation would seem to indicate 
that some pressure will be brought to 
bear upon the next Congress to secure 
the suggested amendment. 

As already stated, the plurality 
method would be more expeditious 
than the majority plan, but it would 
be just as great a stenche in the nos- 
trils of all who desire the purification 
of our politics and the respectable po- 
sition it once boasted. 

The people have a right to demand 
that it shall be the first duty of their 
legislators *to perform the work for 
which they are elected; that Senatorial 
canipaigns shall be divorced from leg- 
islative issues: that voters who cast 
their ballots for members of the Legis- 
lature shall do so with the under- 
standing that they are voting for the 
making of good laws and the repeal 
of bad laws and not for the peddling. 
swapping and selling out that charac- 
terize a legislative session when there 
is a Senatorial election on hand; in 
short that the people shall do the vot- 
ing and the Legislature the lawmaking.

CIGAR STANDS FALLING IN. 


WILL NOT ALLOW THE SALOONS TO 
MONOPOLIZE THEM. 


Some Sampice of the Enormous 
Profits in Machines—What the 
Licensing Would Mean 
Explained. 


There'll be a hot time in the old town 
when the nickel-in-the-slot machine li- 
cense ordinance goes into effect, if it 
does. and every tin-horn sure-thing 
gambler is laying his plans to enter 
into the profit of these money-making 
institations. At present there are from 
200 to 300 machines in the city which 


“are paying in cftsh, and during the past 


two months the number has been in- 
creasing rapidly. Most of them are in 
the saloons, but now they are to be 
carried into the cigar stands, and one 
order for twenty-five machines for this 
purpose has been placed, and they are 
expected to arrive Tuesday. Many other 


orders for machines ‘are ready to be 


filed as goon as the Mayor signs thp- 
ordinance legalizing this form of 
gambling, should His Honor do so. 
He has until Thursday to approve or 
veto it. At ‘present the money ma- 
chines have no pretense of legal stand- 
ing beyond that which is obtained 
through the connivance of officials to 
set at défiance the laws of the State 
which forbid their existence. 

Theré are two distinct classes of the 
nickel-in-the-slot machine, those which 
are made to pay in merchandise and 
those which pay in cash. The former 
class are built to pay out in merchan- 
aise in the long run practically the 
game amount as is put in them in cash. 
The cash machines, however, are built 
to pay out from 20 to 40 per cent. of the 
cash put in them, leaving from 60 to 
80 per cent. for those who own Or man- 
age the machines, and it is almost in- 
credible the amount of revenue these 
machines bring to their owners. 

Most of the cash machines are owned 
by a few men, who place them in the 
saloons and divide the profits with the 
saloon-keepers, though in some cases 
the latter have bought their own ma- 
chines. reason why others have not 
done so is that they feel that the lib- 
erty of the ¢ is bound to be denied 
them soon, and their investment prove 


__a@ losing one. The saloon-keepers are 


consequently anxious to have the li- 
cense ordinance enforced, that they can 
be at Hberty to have their own ma- 
chines and féel that they are secure 
from interference. : 

Of course it is not easy to learn ex- 
actly how much money thé owners 
and saloon-keepers are taking from 
the machines, but it is certain that the 
profits are immense. 

In one case, during a period of two 
months, the profits of one machine in 
a t saloon amounted to $44 per 
day, the money being divided between 
the owner and the saloon-keeper, who 
then bought the machine. 

In another case, the profits two 
machines in one day ran to $114, the 

r end saloon-keeper each taking 
out $67 after which the latter bought 
the machines. |

made illegal devices by law. Section 
330 of the Penal Code of this State pro- 
vides as follows: ‘Every person who 
deals, plays, or carries on, opens, or 
causes to be open, or who cénducts, 
either as owner or employé, whether for 
hire or not, any game of faro, monte, 
roulette, lansquenet, rouge et noire, 
rondo, tan, fan-tan, studhorse poker, 
seven and a half, twenty-one, hokey- 
pokey, or any banking or percentage 
game played with cards, dice or any de- 
vice for money, checks, credit or other 
representative of value, and every per- 
son who plays or bets at or against any 
of said prohibited games, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punishable 
by a fine of not less than $100, nor not 
more than $500, or by imprisonmer't in 
the County Jail not exceeding «ix 
months, or by both such fine and ira- 
prisonment.’ 

“Under the definitions of what con- 


stitutes a banking or percentage game, | 


as given by the Supreme Court of our 
State, nickel-in-the-slot machines are 
not embraced within the above cate- 
gory, and are therefore not prohibited. 
Not being prohibited by statute, the 
municipality is free to impose a license 
upon the business of conducting or 
operating the same.”

$0ME UNPLEASANT FEATURES OF 


DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 


The Dust and the Fleas Tend to 

Make Life Miserable—Havana’s 
Water Works—Ghosts 
parted Greatness—The American 
Press in Havana. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

TULIPAN SUBURB (Havana,) April 
17, 1899.—This good year ‘99 seems to 
present a singular misfit of seasons 


over all the West@rn Hemisphere, and: 


the summer in Cuba is as uncommonly 
cold for the latitude as was last win- 
ter in the United States. The oldest 
inhabitant of this sunny island does 
not remember another April when 
dovble blankets were needed at night, 
and when everybody who was so for- 
tunate as to possess an overcoat wore 
dit in the chilly mornings and even- 
ings. Although the rainy season was 
scheduled by the almanac to begin a 
moth ago, and clouds threaten at 
intervals every day, no showers have 
yet descended to refresh the thirsty 
earth. After seven months of unin- 
terrupted dryness, the face of the 
country is like the desert of Sahara, 


‘‘dust blowing in blinding clouds— 
trees, hedges, houses, people, every 
object animate and inanimate, pow- 


dered white as the miller in his mill. 
To keep half-way clean is impossible, 
and one's traditional “peck of dirt” is 
all too often quickly acquired and in- 
creased. No housewifely care can pre- 
vent the floors and furniture and every 
object you touch and taste from be- 
ing perpetually coated with the fine 
white powder, every grain of which 
carries an infiintesimal, ‘ut exceed* 
ingly active, flea. Yet the bakers go 
about the streets with their loaves in 
open wagons, or in uncovered baskets 
carried on their heads, and food of 
all kinds, cooked and uncooked, is 
exposed for sale outside the shops, 
unscreened from dust and vermin. 

The strongest anti-vegetarian is soon 
cured of his. appetite for meat in 
Cuba! The sight of reeking chunks 
of flesh, blackened with (flies, sus- 
pended in the sun beside a shop door, 
is bad enough—but worse to see it 
delivered from the butcher's” cart. 
Having received his order for so many 
pounds of carne (meat) per diem, as 
the butcher’ drives 
around in the morning, toots a horn 
to announce his arrival, selects _a 
chunk of the proper weight and throws 
it in at the door with a long, sliding 
roll of a champion. tenpin player. 
The raw mass bounds along the dusty 
floor. losing nothing in transit, yet 
leaving a bloody trail on its way to 
the patio, where it often lies long un- 
noticed, until a servant happens to 
stumble over it. 

Only one thing in the line of food 
can be counted on as absolutely clean 
in Cuba, and that is “leche pura,” 
as the milk is called which is taken 
direct from the cow. before your eyes, 
at the door. It sells for 15 cents a 
glass; but, alas! is said to be more 
unwholesome even than the meat, as_ 
all the cattle of Cuba are diseased. 
By the way, a change for the better 
in this line is- promised for the near 
future. W. G. Warr. proprietor of 
the stock yards in Augusta, Ga., and 
J.. A. Darwin, owner of the Charles- 
ton, S. C., stock yards, have recently 
formed a partnership for importing 
cattle from the United States to vari- 
ous points in Cuba. The stock handled 
will all be raised in Georgia, the Caro- 
linas and Tennessee, up-country cat- 
tle to be shipped to the island for 
slaughter. and those from the lowlands 
exclusively for breeding purposes. 
Their first shipment, of 300 head, was 
made about a week ago. 

Butter vou would better eschew 
while in Cuba, as none is made here 
and the imported stuff is generally too 


_ rank to be tolerated... The bread, how- 


ever, is excellent, if one can over- 
come his natural repuenance of the 
tiny black specks with which it is 
liberally peppered. each sneck mean- 
fnge a well-baked flea. Each small, 
sweet loaf is wrapped in a banana 
leaf: before baking. which gives to the 
erust its delicate brown. You may 
furnish the flour yourself, if you like, 
receiving from the baker an avera~> 
ninety pounds .of bread for 100 


Speaking of the dust. which gives 
to everybody an irritating throat 
trouble. producing a ‘hacking cough 
and intolerable thirst, reminds one of 
@ new order lately promulgated: by 
Chief of Police Menocal. Some time 
ago his force were deprived of cigar- 
ettes, which are to the Cubans as 
the very staff and mainstay of life, 
and now he has forbidden the men 
to drink even water while on duty, 
under penalty of $2 fine for each vio- 
lation of the law. If the poor fellows 
wmbey it literally, they must ‘suffer 
tortures while on duty in tHesé hot 
and dusty streets, and if each drink 
of water is to be purchased at the 
price of $2. the whole of their meager 
salaries will supply each man with 
about two drinks a week. Probably 
the reason for the sineular order is 
found in the rymor that the  de- 
Spaniards poisoned the wells 
of the city. yt 

Havana's comparatively new water 
works are all that could be desired 
in the way of healthfulness and abund- 
ance. but there are many ancient wells 
in the poorest and most unsanitary 
sections. whose contents have ‘long 
heen deadly without the aid of Span- 
ish poison. The first reservoir. erected 
hv the Queen of Spain for her loyal 
Havanese subjects, about fifty years 
azo. was greatly enlarged and ims 
rroved in 1890. and now no citv in 
the world is more bountifully supplied 
with vure, “livine’’ water. The 
reservoir crowns a hill in the outskirts 
of the Cerro suburb, half a mile or 
£0 above the new headquarters of the 
American National Red Cross. Walk- 
ing out to look, at it. one pleasant 
evening not long ago, I found a vast, 
mrarble-floored tank of beautifully 
clear water, forty feet deep, fed by 
the Tulinan River. Front and rear 
are faced by a loftv and somewhat 
snectacular arch, whose strawberry- 
pink facade sets forth in big, black 
capitals the glories of the royal fam, 
ily of Spain, from awav hack down 
to the young Alfonso and in- 
cidentally of the Spanish governor- 
general under whose régime the im- 
provements were made. 

Speaking of royal familv, none in 
Cuba are now so poor as to do them 
honor, the erstwhile humblest§ syco- 
phants being now foremost in. heaping 
insults on their memory. The stately 
figure of Isabella la Catolica no longer 
dominates the Prado Park, Which still 
bears her name, and in all parts of the 
island numerous other empty pedestals 
speak mournfully of overthrown and 
mutilated statues: and everywhere 
the Spanish coat-of-arms—on _ street 
corners, sign boards and above | the 
doors of buildings—has been wantonly 
defaced and mud-bespattered. The 
other day I accompanied some \friends 
on a tour of inspection through lthe old 
“Palacio” so lately vacated by Gev.-

It is sigfinificant of popu- 
lar feeling—or rather of the turbulent 
nature of a’race which does not hesi- 
tate to “kick a man when he is down’— 
that the throne has been*ssplit into 
kindling-wood, its draperies torn to 
shreds, and all the splendid portraits 
of the crowned heads from Ferdinand 
down, covered with spittle.

Every morning the query is, ‘‘How 
many American newspapers are there 
in Havana tdday?"” At last accounts 
there were seven; but they come and 
zo, like dew before the morning sun. 
All are small sheets, with an average 
circulation of perhaps 160, dependent 
for precarious support upon American 
‘advertisers. Most of the Spanish pa- 
pers have also incorporated a couple 
of columns of scantiest cable news, 
printed in English. Two or three of the 
old-time Spanish papers keep on in 
the even tenor of their drowsy way, 4s 
in ante-bellum days, veiling their daily 
attacks on ‘Yankee pigs” in the idoma 
of old Castile, which nobody of the 
hated race troubles himself to read. 
The Times of Cuba, published by 
Thomas Dawley, of Leslie’s, is cater- 
ing to Cuban tast’ by employing na- 
tive reporters. The results, in cold 
English print, is sometimes funny. Be- 
low are a few items, reproduced ver- 
batim from yesterday’s Times: 

“Sefior Don José Casel presented 
frighiful wounds of the right . hand, 
having all his fingers broken. He was 
conducted to the emergency hospital, 
where the illustrious Dr. Sanchez am- 
putated the fingers with consummate 
skill. The wounded gentleman said that 
he had been monkeying with. a print- 
ing-press."’ 

“Don Julio Moleon, 64 years of age, 
living in Gervasio street, has his head 
badly damaged by the infant, Pedro 
Casano. who let a big piece of wood 
fall on him from a balcony.

BUSINESS IN MEXICO. Robert G. 
Weber, a Kansas City manufacturer 
who has had much experience in bus- 
iness in Mexico, says: 

“While Mexico has a number of good 
railroad lines, the railroad facilities, 
owing to the physical formation of the 
country, which is very mountainous, 
are limited. As a matter of fact, a 
great majority of the stores are away 
from the railroads, and goods, in or- 
der to reach their final destination, 
have to be transferred to cars and 
wagons and to the backs of that pa- 
tient animal of burdens, the burro. 

“The burro being an important factor 
in Mexican goods transportation, it fol- 
lows that the manner of packing, so as 
to meet this method of carrying, must 
be taken into consideration by the 
merchant or manufacturer who desires

“Perhaps, nothing has,done so much 
to éxtend German trade through Mex- 
ico as the willingness of the German 
merchant and manufacturer to meet 
the wishes of the Mexican merchants 
fn this regard. 
“The American merchant and manu- 


facturer—except in rare .instances— 
p for railroad transportation only. 
This, when goods are destined for 


points off the railroad, necessitates re- 
packing, something, aside from the ex- 
pense it involves, the Mexican is un- 
willing to do. Sooner than do it, he 
will transfer his business to a German 
Belgian or English house, knowing that 
his instructions as to packing will be 


‘followed both in letter and in spirit. 


“At the present time Germany is 
selling more goods in Mexico than all 
the other nations of the globe, and 
there are few things she sells in Mexi- 
can territory that might not just as 
well be sold by American merchants, 
if they would only concede something 
to Mexican business customs and hab- 
its. The Germans have simply adapted 
themselves to.the Mexican manner of 
doing business. 

“The Belgians have a strong foothold, 
not only in Mexico, but throughout 
Central and South America.
